OCTOBER O1! 
GLORIFY GOD IN YOUR BODY AND SPIRIT 


“For ye are bought with a price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, which are God's.” 1 
Corinthians 6:20 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


What we have to understand from the scripture above first are the reasons why we 
have to glorify God. Before we know how to glorify Him in our bodies and spirits, the initial 
step is to understand why. Answering why we have to glorify Him, that scripture gives us two 
answers to that question. The first answer comes from the last part of the scripture which 
says, “which are God's.’ Our bodies and spirits are of God. In other words we belong to God. 
We originate from God, He is our Maker and Creator. Do we acknowledge the fact that we 
were created by God? Do we realize that we come from God and when we die we will return 
to Him? Our spirits belong to God too, that’s why we have to glorify God both in our bodies 
and spirits. When we die, the flesh decays but the spirit returns to God from where it came. 
The spirit belongs to God. Below is a verse that clearly shows us that our bodies and our 
spirits came from God, that they were made by God. 


Genesis 2:7 ‘And the Lord God formed man of the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living soul.’ 


Our bodies were created from dust by God, the dust that God created. The breathe of 
life which is our spirits came from God too. We have to glorify Him because we belong to 
Him, everything we are He created. We are not independent from God, we are His creation. 
We are the works of His hands. Somehow some people still think they do not belong to God. 
They still think they were not made by God. If not God, who else has the power to create? 
Even our very own educated scientists tried to create man and they failed. No one can create 


a human besides God. A robot is not a human. Its an imitation. SAGE Ot 


It’s a combination of wires and machines and codes. Its not a human Paul describes it 
better that we were made by God in Ephesians. He clearly expresses the fact that we belong 
to God in the scripture below. Let’s read from the Amplified Version. 


Ephesians 2:10 ‘For we are God's [own] handiwork (His workmanship), recreated in 
Christ Jesus, [born anew] that we may do those good works which God predestined 
(planned before hand) for us [taking paths which He prepared ahead of time],that we 
should walk in them [living the good life which He prearranged and made ready for 
us to live]. 


Paul says we are God’s own handiwork. His workmanship. That means we are the 
product of the hands of God. We are a result of God’s art. The way our hands are, the way 
our fingers are, eyebrows and everything that sums us up, its all from the work of God and 
His design. We belong to God, we are the products of His hands, we are His art. Our bodies 
and our spirits He created. In 1 Corinthians 6 Paul said we belong to God. Lets glorify God 
in our body and spirit because we belong to Him, He made us. We are the work of His hands 
and the creation must glorify the Creator. 


The second reason why we have to glorify God in our body and spirit is mentioned in 
that same verse, 1 Corinthians 6:20. As that scripture begins, it says, " For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify God in your body and in your spirit.’ We have to glorify 
God because He purchased us with a price. Lets see the price we were purchased with. 


1 Peter 1:18-19 ‘Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your vain conversation received by tradition from 
your fathers; But with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot:’ 


We were purchased by the blood of the lamb. This scenario is best explained using the 
example of a slave. If a slave is sold, he/she starts working to give glory to his/her new 
owner. In the same manner Paul says we were purchased and now we become slaves to our 
new owner, we become slaves to righteousness. 


Romans 6:18 (N.I.V) "You have been set free from sin and have become slaves to 
righteousness.’ 


Jesus setting us free He gave us freedom from any type of bondage. The freedom we 
received, His intention was so we could start glorifying God with it, which expressed in 
another way is more like we become slaves unto righteousness. The goal is so we can glorify 
God. This month of October, let it be your agenda to glorify God in your body and spirit. 
Lets conclude by reading from Ecclesiastes using the Amplified Bible Version where 
Solomon says it’s the whole duty of man, to glorify God in their bodies and spirits. 


Ecclesiastes 12: 13 ‘All has been heard; the end of the matter is: Fear God [revere 
and worship Him, knowing that He is] and keep His commandments, for this is the 
whole of man [the full, original purpose of his creation, the object of God's providence, 
the root of character, the foundation of all happiness, the adjustment to all 
inharmonious circumstances and conditions under the sun] and the whole [duty] for 
every man.’ 
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VERSEOFTHEDAY

‘For all people will walk every one in the name of his 
god, and we will walk in the name of the LORD our God 
for ever and ever.

Micah says people walk in the name of the god that they believe in. That means no one 
walks alone, there is a name that people chose to walk under. We are blessed, we walk in the 
name of the Lord our God. We do not walk alone, His name is our fortress and our shield. 
His name is our hiding place. His name is our help in times of need. It has power to turn 
around situations and circumstances. 


This name levels mountains and carves out highways through the sea. It's power unravel 
battles and sends Goliath to his knees. Just to mention it makes a way. Giants fall and 
strongholds break and there is healing that comes from this name. 


Psalm 20:7 Some trust in and boast of chariots and some of horses, but we will trust in 
and boast of the name of the Lord our God. 


We trust and boast in the name of the Lord. Call upon this name in times of trouble. 
Before you sleep, acknowledge this name. It is an inheritance, it's a weapon, it's a blessing 
He has given us. David says | will boast in that name. Micah says | will walk in that name. 
What do you as an individual say about the name of God?

KINGDOM REWARDS FOR KINGDOM WORKS 


‘But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in the night; in the 
which the heavens shall pass away with a great noise, and 
the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also and 

the works that are therein shall be burned up.’ 2 Peter 3:10 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


In the scripture above, Apostle Peter says the heavens will pass away with a great noise. 
He also says the elements shall melt in fire. Nature, the buildings and all structures men have 
built are the elements that will melt in fire. The part | want says "and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up." 


What are the works that are in the earth. Things like building, teaching, education, our 
careers, our technological advancements, in simple, everything that has no connection to our 
spirituality and work of God are the works that are of the earth and Peter says they will be 
burned. Being burned means they will be destroyed, they can't cross over to the after life. It 
means they won't be recognised and they won't matter in the life to come. 


Most of the things we do, most of the things that occupy our time, our businesses, our 
degrees, your poverty, how rich you are, your possessions, they are they works of the earth 
that will burned up. They won't matter in the life to come. Solomon saw that the works of the 
earth do not stand forever and he called them vanity. He asks and says what’s the profit for 
man’s labour when everything will be destroyed? 


Ecclesiastes 1:1-4 "The words of the Preacher, the son of David, king in Jerusalem. 
Vanity of vanities, saith the Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is vanity. What profit hath 
a man of all his labour which he taketh under the sun? One generation passeth away, 


and another generation cometh: but the earth abideth for ever.’ 
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While the works of the earth are vanity, they are other works which carry meaning and 
life. While all these works in the earth will be burned, there are other works in the earth that 
won't be burned but will stand forever. There are other works that will cross over to the new 
life. Whilst other works will be disregarded, other works will stand forever and be rewarded. 
Jesus goes on to say, | will come and reward such works. 


Revelation 22:12 ‘And, behold, I come quickly; and my reward is with me, to give every 
man according as his work shall be.’ 


The question now is, what are the works that Jesus was referring to? The works that won't 
be burned when the earth is destroyed but will be given a reward? The verses below clearly 
show us the works which Jesus says | will reward, it's the work He Himself declared we must 
do before He left. It’s the work He assigned us to do. They are found in the scriptures below. 


Mark 16:15 ‘And he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature.’ 


Matthew 4:19 ‘And he saith unto them, Follow me, and I will make you fishers of men.’ 


Acts 1:8 ‘But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the earth.’ 


The verses above show that the work Jesus left for us is to go into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature. In Matthew Jesus makes it clears, He says 1 want to make you 
fishers of men. In Acts He says be my witnesses unto all men. 


This is the work Christ left for us, and this is the work He is coming to reward. This is the 
work which will matter after we die, what will matter is how many souls you have brought 
to Christ. 


Are you doing the work of Christ? Will Christ bring you a reward too, this is the work God 
will reward. It's easy to get occupied by other things and forget this mandate. Do not forget 
the work Christ left for you. You do not need to be in a special place to do this work, starting 
telling the people around you about Jesus. If you are a mother or a father, tell your children 
and all your house about Jesus. If you are a child, tell your siblings about Jesus. If you are a 
teacher, each day before you begin, preach to your students and tell them about Jesus. If you 
guard the jail, tell your prisoners about Jesus. There are people who are always around you, 
tell them about Jesus. Before you sleep, discuss with your roommate about Jesus. If you are 
in a relationship, each day before sleeping, tell your boyfriend and girlfriend about Jesus. 


This is the work Christ left for us and said | will come and reward. It's the Kingdom Work 
with a Kingdom Reward. In 2 Timothy 4:2 Paul said to Timothy preach in season and out 
of season. So start to labour for the Lord, start to do your heavenly obligation. Start to labour 
for the Lord. Start labouring for God's kingdom. Make sure that you do something that's a 
work in the kingdom that will have a reward. Bring others to Christ. Preach Christ to those 
around you. You can do it!!

Bold as a Lion 


‘The wicked flee when no man pursueth: but 
the righteous are bold as a lion.’ Proverbs 28:1 


In Hebrews 13:5 the Lord said that never will He leave or forsake you. Psalm 121:8 goes 
on to say God shall preserve thy coming in and thy going out both now and forever more. 
That means when you walk out of any door, be it a car, God is preserving you and also when 
you walk in through any door. 


Psalms 121:5 ‘The LORD is thy keeper: the LORD is thy shade upon thy right hand.’ 


The Lord is your keeper. Explaining part b of the verse above, in that time when they 
went to war, they held their shields with their left hands and their spears with the right hand. 
So the right hand had no shield and people could attack from there, but here David was 
saying the Lord is the shield/shade on the right hand which has no shield because it's 
holding a spear. 


God is your strengthener on your weak side, He covers your weakness. You have His 
backing and support. He is your keeper, you do not keep and sustain yourself. He is your 
shield on the right hand. He will never leave you or forsake you. Starting today, starting 
now, be bold like a lion because you have the Lord as your shield at your right hand. 


DAILY AFFIRMATION: 


I affirm that | am courageous. I am courageous because | have God’s backing and support. 
The Lord is my Keeper. He will never leave me nor forsake me. He preserves my going out 
and my coming in both now and forevermore. He is my shield on my right hand, He covers 
my weakness and perfects me.

What Manner Of Love 


"Behold, what manner of love the Father hath bestowed 
upon us, that we should be called the sons of God: 
therefore the world knoweth us not, because it knew 
him not." 1 John 3:1 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


For us to say that Jesus loves us, its not sufficient. We cannot compare the love Jesus has 
for you to the love your spouse, your parents or your friends have for you. Lets start by 
examining the love Jesus has for us so we can see the difference agape love has with all the 
other kinds of love such as romantic love. Lets see why we can never compare the love Jesus 
has for us to the love anyone will ever show us. Lets examine the manner of Christ’s love. 


John 10:11 ‘I am the good shepherd: the good shepherd giveth his life for the sheep.’ 


Jesus says | am the Good Shepherd who lays down His love for His sheep. Can your friends 
die on your behalf? Many parents are forsaking their children, so parent’s love is nothing 
compared to the love of Christ. 


Christ loves us with Bruised Love. Bruised love is different from the love where you merely 
speak to claim you have it. Jesus has bruises on His body as evidence that He loves you. The 
scars on the body of Christ are there to show us the manner of the love of Christ, its bruised 
love. 


Why are you suffering from depression. Why are you being stressed. Why do you have low 
self-esteem. Don’t you recognise someone has bruises on His body as an expression for loving 
you. Why are you in pain, why are you in discomfort, why are you troubling. Don’t you know 
that someone died for you. 
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If you look at yourself right now, if you look at the things surrounding you. You might 
consider yourself not so blessed. Academically you failed, your business is just average and 
you are merely surviving. Such scenarios can easily push us into a pity of depression and 
stress and worry. Today’s message says you don’t have to worry. Do you forget that there is 
a King who lost his life only for you. He really loves you. The Saviour loves you. 


The opening scripture says what manner of love the Father has bestowed upon us that 
we should be called the sons of God. The depth of the love cannot be explained. Only if you 
can understand what it means to be a child of God, then you would recognise it’s a unique 
manner of love. Just a short explanation. 


John 1:12-13 ‘But as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe on his name: Which were born, not of blood, nor of 
the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God.’ 


The scripture above says to those who received Him, he gave power to be the sons of 
God. It says which were born not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man. 
That means you no longer are born of the will of a man, you no longer are a product of 
family planning, you no longer are a biological mistake, but your existence now is due to 
the will of God. You start operating and working under the will of God. What manner of 
love the Father accepts us and starts leading us on. 


Another characteristic of this love is that it never can be removed or taken away from 
us, we abide under it forever. 


“Romans 8:39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 


Nothing is able to seperate you from the love God has for you. You are loved by God. You 
are cherished by God. God has good thoughts concerning you. His love for you will not be 
taken away from you. It will always stay. No matter how you look, no matter what you are 
facing, know that the father's love is with you. Be confident because God loves you. Sin 
cannot take away His love because whilst we were sinners, Christ died for us. 


Rom 5:8 ‘But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us.’ 


Simply because Christ loves us, we will not perish. When the time for destruction arrives, 
when the end is nigh, we know we will escape it because we are loved by God. We have 
eternal life because we are loved by God. It’s the manner of His love. 


John 3:16 ‘For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have everlasting life.’ 


You are loved by God, He loves you with bruised love. We cannot compare His love for 
you to the love anyone has for you. He says the Good Shepherd gives His life for His sheep. 
Jesus gave His life for you. Nothing can take away His love for you. Nothing can separate 
it from you. On the last day, you will enter into eternal life simply because He loves you. 
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BOLDNESS AND ACCESS 


"In Whom, because of our faith in Him, we dare to 
have the boldness (courage and confidence) of free 
access (an unreserved approach to God with freedom 
and without fear)." Ephesians 3:12 (AMP) 


The verse above says in Christ we have boldness. In Christ we have confidence and courage. 
This boldness is to do all things. Don't be afraid of writing that exam, don't be afraid of taking 
that driver's license. To sickness say you cannot destroy me. To failure say | will try again and 
this time | will succeed. To your business say | am not afraid of competition from other 
business entrepreneurs. Stand on the boldness you get from Christ. Use it to keep moving 
forward. 


Christ has given you access to all things, access to God. We now can praise and worship 
God, we now have peace with God. He no longer is distant from us. We were given access to 
all worldly riches. Christ says all the things that are present on this earth are yours. All the 
things that will come in the new heaven are yours. You have access to them through Christ. 
Christ gives us access to all things. We have access to peace, health and good grades. 


DAILY AFFIRMATION: 


I affirm that I have access to health, | have access to riches, | have access to peace of mind, | 
have access to joy. Iam given access by Christ. Everything on earth is mine, things in the new 
world to come are mine too.

THINGS REVEALED AND THINGS YET TO BE REVEALED 


‘The secret things belong unto the LORD our God: but those 
things which are revealed belong unto us and to our children 
for ever, that we may do all the words of this law.” 
Deuteronomy 29:29 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


I will start with a short summary of the whole devotion so that you understand what this 
devotion says. The main point is, there are things God revealed to us that He wants us to 
know. Things like His Love, His righteousness, faith and hope, and that He died for us. Then 
there are the secret things which He hasn't revealed. Things like where God comes from, what 
is the exact start of time. They are the secret things God hasn't revealed to us. Moses say they 
are the secret things that belong to God. So focus on what has been revealed and leave the 
secret things which Moses say belong to God. Even Paul says for now | don't have the full 
picture of everything, | only have a reflection. But one day | will know everything as Christ 
will reveal to me. There are things God didn't choose to reveal to us and they are things He 
chose to reveal. Focus on what He chose to reveal and leave what He hasn't 
allowed/permitted you to know. 


From the scripture above, it says the secret things belong unto our God. What are these 
secret things? They are questions like, where does God come from? Who created God? What 
is that beginning which is the beginning where Genesis 1:1 says heaven and earth were 
created. What is the exact start of time? Such questions, they are the secret things that belong 
unto our God, things that hasn't been revealed unto us yet. 


If you go through the Bible, you will meet a number of things not revealed to us. Take this 
for example; 
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Job 38:17 ‘Have the gates of death been opened unto thee? or hast thou seen the 
doors of the shadow of death?’ 


In the scripture above, God was asking Job questions and said Job should reply. It says 
the gates of death. That means there are gates of death which exist which we do not know 
about. And they are doors to the shadow of death. Another example. 


Jude 1:6 And the angels which kept not their first estate, but left their own habitation, 
he hath reserved in everlasting chains under darkness unto the judgment of the great 
day. 


There are angels which God has reserved in chains who only stay in darkness waiting for 
judgement to arrive. So regarding all the knowledge that exist, there are some things we do 
not know, those are the secret things of God. 


Ecclesiastes 11:5 ‘As you know not what is the way of the wind, or how the spirit comes 
to the bones in the womb of a pregnant woman, even so you know not the work of 
God, Who does all.’ 


Solomon in Ecclesiastes says regarding this that as we do not know the direction of wind 
as it passes, or we do not know how and at what time the spirit unites with the foetus in a 
womb, so we can't know all the secret things about God. Let's hear what Paul says about 
this: 


1 Corinthians 13:12 ‘For now we are looking in a mirror that gives only a dim (blurred) 
reflection [of reality as in a riddle or enigma], but then [when perfection comes] we 
shall see in reality and face to face! Now I know in part (imperfectly), but then I shall 
know and understand fully and clearly, even in the same manner as I have been fully 
and clearly known and understood [by God].’ 


Paul says what we have now it's a reflection, it's not a full clear picture. Regarding God's 
knowledge He says now we do not know everything. He said one day we will know. So there 
are other secret things that belong to God. There are some things Christ hasn't revealed yet. 
Nevertheless, there things He revealed and He said they belong to us. Take this for example: 


John 3:16 ‘For God so greatly loved and dearly prized the world that He [even] gave 
up His only begotten (unique) Son, so that whoever believes in (trusts in, clings to, 
relies on) Him shall not perish (come to destruction, be lost) but have eternal 
(everlasting) life.’ 


God has revealed his love to us. He has revealed to us that we will have eternal life. He 
has revealed to us that we will rise again. He has revealed to us that we are glorified in him. 
We know about faith, love, grace, righteousness and demonstration of his power that is the 
working of miracles. It's things revealed to us. 


Closing verse, 


Acts 17:28 For in Him we live and move and have our being; as even some of your 
[own] poets have said, For we are also His offspring. 


Christ has revealed that in Him we live, in Him we move and in Him we have our being. 
So start focusing on the things revealed and less focus on the things not yet revealed! 
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VERSE OF THEDAY) 
THE GOODNESS OF THE LORD 


‘O taste and see that the Lord is good: blessed is the 
man that trusteth in him.’ Psalm 34:8 


The scripture above tells us that the Lord is good. We all know that God is good all the 
time. The goodness of the Lord can actually be tasted, you can experiment for yourself and 
see that surely God is good. Introduce your neighbor to Christ by saying this Lord is good, 
say to him/her, come and taste for yourself and see that the Lord is good. If you find the 
Lord sweet, then abide in His presence forever. It’s a way to invite them to Christ. Peter says 
we ourselves have already tasted the goodness of God. 


1 Peter 2:3 (AMP) ‘Since you have [already] tasted the goodness and kindness of the 
Lord.’ 


As for us the already existing believers, our sins are forgiven, we dwell in the presence of 
God throughout. He fights our battles always, He protects us and He is our refugee. Success 
is ours, health is ours, so many times have we experienced the Lord’s victory and 
breakthrough in tough times. That’s us tasting the goodness of the Lord, now we are sure of 
it. Let us then abide and rest in His goodness forever. 


DAILY AFFIRMATION: 


I affirm that | have already tasted the goodness of the Lord. I have peace with God through 
Jesus Christ. I am the righteousness of God through Christ. The Lord leads me to victory. 
This is His goodness expressed towards me. There is a roof up above me, | have a good place 
to sleep. There is food on my table and shoes on my feet. These are the things revealed to 
me. Your love, your joy, your peace and your spirit of excellence. I will abide in this good 
God and taste His goodness forever. As David said, so | too say, that | will not die but see the 


goodness of God in the land of the living, in Jesus’ name. Amen.

‘Iam the vine, ye are the branches: He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth much fruit: for 
without me ye can do nothing’ John 15:5 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Jesus in the Scripture above said He is the Vine and we are the branches. Since the 
branch cannot exist seperated from the vine, Jesus goes on to say without me [Christ] you 
can do nothing. There is nothing that you can do without Christ. Everything that you need 
is found in Christ. You cannot have that degree without Christ. You cannot have that 
marriage without Christ. You cannot have that career without Christ. You cannot have joy 
and peace without Christ. Since Christ said there is nothing you can do without Him, that 
means for you to be happy, you need Christ.

If you have Christ, your success is certain. If you have Jesus with you, nothing fights against 
you and wins because with Christ you can do all things. Christ is the power, the strength, the 
refugee, the Saviour and Lord. In Christ you live, and move and have your being. 


Acts 17:28 For in him we live, and move, and have our being; as certain also of your 
own poets have said, For we are also his offspring. 
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Romans 1:15-17 ‘So, as much as in me is, I am ready to preach the gospel to you that 
are at Rome also. For Iam not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that believeth; to the Jew first, and also to the Greek. 
For therein is the righteousness of God revealed from faith to faith: as it is written, 
The just shall live by faith.’ 


Paul then says | am ready always to preach about Christ. He says | am ready to preach to 
you who are in Rome. Praise the Lord. Are you ready to preach and stand for Christ. 


He goes on to say | am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ. That means he is willing to 
stand for the gospel of Christ. That's what you ought to be, remember the verse of the day 
that spoke of boldness. Be bold and stand for the gospel, be not ashamed because it is the 
power of God unto Salvation. Verse 17 says for in it is the righteousness of God revealed, 
from faith to faith. In the gospel is the truth, the truth that created the world. 


Those who do not stand for the gospel and are ashamed, maybe there is another different 
Christ who is coming, different from Jesus who died for you and maybe you are willing to 
stand for that one. Who and what will you stand for if you do not stand for Christ. In terms 
of defending your team Manchester United which always looses you are good, clearly 
explaining how its good even when it lost. When it comes to standing for Christ, you are 
ashamed. 


I will rather stand for Christ, | am not ashamed of the gospel, because it's the power of 
God unto Salvation to all those who believe. In the gospel is the righteousness of God 
revealed, from faith to faith. 


Personally, speaking for myself, 1 choose to be a fool for Christ. I'm satisfied with it, | 
would rather be a fool for Christ and stand for Him. My question to you is, whose fool are 
you? Ask yourself, if you are not a fool for Christ, if you are not standing for Christ then who 
are you standing for? Whose fool are you? 
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VERSE OF THE DAY) 


MY SUN AND SHIELD 


‘For the LORD God is a sun and shield: the LORD will give grace 
and glory: no good thing will he withhold from them that walk 
uprightly.’

Psalms 3:3 But thou, O LORD, art a shield for me; my glory, and the lifter up of mine 
head.

TELL SOMEONE ABOUT JESUS 


‘But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.’ Acts 1:8 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Jesus gives an instruction and an assignment for what follows next after receiving power 
from the Holy Spirit. He says you shall be my witnesses to the world. Since we have all 
received the Holy Ghost, we then become His witnesses unto the utter most part of the earth. 
Your duty now is to tell someone about Jesus. Find someone you tell about this treasure you 
have found. 


There are individuals who doesn't know about Jesus yet. It's your duty to carry Jesus to 
their ears. Jesus even says the labourers are few. 


Matthew 9:37-38 ‘Then saith he unto his disciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, but 
the labourers are few; Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth 
labourers into his harvest.’ 


Jesus says less people are involved in the mandate of taking Jesus to the world. Spreading 
the gospel of God is the Great Commission every believer must be involved in. Jesus gave 
this assignment to all his disciples to share the good news. You are a disciple, this 
responsibility is yours too. 


Matt 28:19-20 ‘Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: and, lo, Iam with you always, even unto the end 


of the world. Amen.’ 
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If you want to introduce Christ to them and they already know, then encourage them to 
operate in their most Holy Faith. Jude says: 


Jude 1:20 But ye, beloved, building up yourselves on your most holy faith, praying in 
the Holy Ghost, 


It says operate in your most Holy faith. That means operate at your highest spiritual level. If 
they already know about Jesus, encourage them to walk at their highest level in the spirit. 
Encourage them to seek and desire fellowship with God more. Tell them to exercise the best 
of their ability. 


If they are already operating at their highest level in the spirit, then take the opportunity 
to learn from them. It's something most of us can't do. Learn from them instead of you 
teaching them. 


1 Thessalonians 5:11 “Wherefore comfort yourselves together, and edify one another, 
even as also ye do.’ 


It says edify one another. If they are good, then take the moment to be edified. Even 
Solomon says: 


Proverbs 27:17 ‘Iron sharpeneth iron; so a man sharpeneth the countenance of his 
friend.’ 


Get yourself sharpened by them. You don't have a reason why you mustn't tell someone 
about Jesus or discuss with the person besides you about your faith. I gave you the three 
cases involved. If they do not know, introduce to them. If they know, encourage them to 
operate at their highest level in the spirit. If they are operating at their highest level in the 
spirit, then take the moment to learn from them. Let our conversations be about Jesus. Its 
time to be radical about Christ. Without forgetting the two men on their way to Emmaus who 
met Jesus simply because they were talking about Him. Below is the summary of the whole 
passage from Luke 24. 


Luke 24:13-35 (NKJV) Now behold, two of them were traveling to a village called 
Emmaus, about seven miles from Jerusalem. And they talked together of all these 
things which had happened. While they conversed and reasoned, Jesus Himself drew 
near and went with them. 


Do not be ashamed about God. | always tell you, there is nothing for you outside Jesus. 
Jesus says without me there is nothing you can do. He says that He is life. Tell others about 
this life that you found. Tell someone about this treasure you have found. Tell someone about 
Jesus. We must tell the people around us. If you are a father, tell your family about Jesus. If 
you are a teacher, tell your students about Jesus. If you are a girlfriend, tell your boyfriend 
about Jesus. The next person to you, tell him/her about Jesus. Jesus says the labourers are 
few.

Before the 
mountains were brought forth, or ever thou hadst formed the earth 
and the world, even from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God.”

From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


“What shall we then say to these things? If God be for us, who can be against us? He 
that spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for us all, how shall he not with him 
also freely give us all things? Who shall lay any thing to the charge of God's elect? It is 
God that justifieth. Who is he that condemneth? It is Christ that died, yea rather, that 
is risen again, who is even at the right hand of God, who also maketh intercession for 
us. Who shall separate us from the love of Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, or 
persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword? As it is written, For thy sake 
we are killed all the day long; we are accounted as sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all 
these things we are more than conquerors through him that loved us. For I am 
persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, Nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” Romans 
8:31-39 


Paul starts by saying that what then shall we say about all these things. All these things 
literally refer to all things that surround us. Our businesses, our family, our health, our 
education, all trouble we face, it refers to everything around us. Paul says what shall we say 
about all of it. If God is for us, what can be against us. 
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That's what I tell you always that if you have God, nothing fights against you and prospers. 
You have to start believing that reality. Poverty cannot fight you and prosper. Your enemies 
cannot harm you. All weapons formed against you won't prevail because God is for you, 
nothing can stand against you and prevail. 


He goes on to say He spared not His only Son but delivered Him up for you. When God 
thought about you, He saw it worthy to kill His only Son who was full of righteousness, He 
saw it worthy to kill the Word which created the earth just so you can have life. Paul goes on 
to say if He spared not His Son for you, how then shall He not freely give us all things. Success 
is yours. Health is yours. A good career is yours, because how can He not freely give us all 
things when He spared not His only Son. 


The next verse says what shall lay anything to the charge of God's elect, it's God who 
justifies. And who shall condemn, it's Christ that died and makes intercession for you. So 
Christ fights for you. Christ is there to defend you. Do not be afraid about any situation and 
circumstances, Christ died for you and is there to make you overcome all things. He makes 
intercession for you, that's why He says in me you will overcome. 


He then says what shall separate us from God's love. Nothing can take us away from His 
love for us. Not failure, not sickness, not tribulation, persecution or anything. You might be 
sick but you are not forsaken. You might be facing tribulation, but Christ hasn't forsaken you. 
Sin cannot remove us from God’s love because while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 


Romans 5:8 ‘But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us.’ 


While we were still sinners, His love for us was displayed; hence we see that sin is not 
effective and sufficient to remove us from God’s love. Paul also says, in all these, we are more 
than conquerors; because we have Christ, we can overcome all and every situation. You are 
safe in Christ. Trouble and persecution won't overthrow the support and the love Christ has 
for you. We can do all things through Christ and we are more than conquerors through 
Christ. 


Philippians 4:13 I can do all things through Christ which strengtheneth me. 
Considering all this, lets stay in God. Lets dwell in God. Lets abide in Christ too. 
Psalms 90:1 LORD, thou hast been our dwelling place in all generations. 


The Lord is your dwelling place. You live in the Lord, you stay in His presence. His 
presence provides for you, it fights for you. In as much as Christ lives in us, we also live in 
Him. And God wants us to know that He is our Dwelling Place. He says you stay in me. Don't 
be frustrated and don't lose hope, God is your dwelling place. He will be your dwelling place 
from generation to generation. God is our dwelling place because we have peace with God 
through Jesus Christ. 


Romans 5:1 “Therefore being justified by faith, we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ:”

We find strength, joy, peace 
and hope from the fact that Jesus loves us. 


No one will ever demonstrate such a measure of love to you again. That scripture says 
there is no greater love than this, that a man lay down his life for his friends. God's love for 
you is true. God loves you so much. He is madly in love with you.

From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


I like the part that says in His favour is life. It says weeping might endure for a night but 
his favour brings the joy in the morning. The favour of the Lord is life unto us. The favour of 
the Lord is with us. The favour of the Lord brings life to us. We get all things we want, our 
desires come true, our protection and our life is in His favour. 


Psalms 89:17 For thou art the glory of their strength: and in thy favour our horn shall 
be exalted. 


In the favour of the Lord we obtain our victory. Psalm 89 says in His favour our horn will 
be exalted. In His favour we blow our trumpets. In His favour we have the victory. In the 
favour of our Lord we have victory and we also have life. How beautiful is this. 


Psalms 44:3 For they got not the land in possession by their own sword, neither did 
their own arm save them: but thy right hand, and thine arm, and the light of thy 
countenance, because thou hadst a favour unto them. 


The scripture says for the Israelites to go into the land of the promise, it wasn't due to their 
own sword or the battles they fought. They said it wasn't due to their arm or how strong they 
were. To add onto that, it wasn't due to their own intelligence or wisdom. David says it's 
because God had favour on them. 
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The favour of the Lord will take you to places great. The favour of the Lord will fight and 
win battles for you, battles you could never win. It will get you to the promised land. The 
favour of the Lord will keep and sustain you. 


Psalms 41:11 ‘By this I know that thou favourest me, because mine enemy doth not 
triumph over me.’ 


David says | know | have the favour of the Lord because my enemies can't defeat me. He 
says | have the favour because nothing fights against me and prospers. You have the favour 
of God, nothing fights against you and wins. 


Now, | am not saying pray so you can have this favour. No! You already have the favour 
of God. It's not something that you have to beg and look for or pay for. This favour follows 
you, just as goodness and mercy do. 


Psalms 5:12 “For thou, LORD, wilt bless the righteous; with favour wilt thou compass 
him as with a shield.” 


It says God will bless the righteous with favour. And the next question is, are you righteous 
enough to receive this favour. Here is a scripture to answer that. 


2 Corinthians 5:21 “For he hath made him to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of God in him.” 


Paul says we were made the righteousness of God in Christ as Jesus who had no sin was 
given sin. In exchange, we received His righteousness as a gift. What does David say about 
the righteous people, He says He will bless the righteous with favour. So since the righteous 
are being blessed with favour and you are the righteousness of God in Christ, you too are 
being blessed with favour. Hallelujah, You have the favour of God. It protects you. It's gives 
you life. It wins your battles and takes you places you do not belong. Always be conscious of 
this favour. Amen. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY | 
THE BELIEVER’S AUTHORITY 


“I pray not that thou shouldest take them out of the world, but that 
thou shouldest keep them from the evil.” John 17:15 


When Jesus was praying for his disciples and those who would believe through them (us), He prayed and 
said | pray that you keep them safe from the evil one. You are kept safe from the evil one. In Luke He said 
nothing shall by any means harm you. 


Luke 10:19 Behold, I give unto you power to tread on serpents and scorpions, and over all the power 
of the enemy: and nothing shall by any means hurt you. 


He says He gave us power to tread over all the power of the enemy. He said you can tread upon scorpions, 
nothing shall harm you. Paul said Jesus disarmed and conquered all principalities for us. 


Colossians 2:15 And having disarmed the powers and authorities, he made a public spectacle of 
them, triumphing over them by the cross. 


He also says we are seated with him far above all principality and powers. 


Ephesians 2:6 And hath raised us up together, and made us sit together in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus: 


Ephesians 1:21-22 Far above all principality, and power, and might, and dominion, and every name 
that is named, not only in this world, but also in that which is to come: And hath put all things under 
his feet, and gave him to be the head over all things to the church, 


We are seated with Christ far above all principality and power. Nothing can harm you. Let this be the closing 
scripture which says we have overcome them because He who is in us is greater than the one in the world. 


1 John 4:4 You, dear children, are from God and have overcome them, because the one who is in you 
is greater than the one who is in the world.

CHOOSE TO WALK IN FAITH ALWAYS 


“I have told you these things, so that in Me you may have [perfect] 
peace and confidence. In the world you have tribulation and trials 
and distress and frustration; but be of good cheer [take courage; 
be confident, certain, undaunted]! For I have overcome the world. 
[I have deprived it of power to harm you and have conquered it for 
you.]” John 16:33 (AMP) 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Jesus says to us that in the world we will have tribulation. This version goes on to say in the 
world we will have trouble, persecution and distress. This troubles | will liken to waves and 
winds. They are the waves and winds that surround us. Seems like that's how life was designed 
to be like for us, if Jesus says in the world you will have troubles and pains, that means before 
this year ends there are certain challenges you are going to meet. That means before this 
month ends there is a certain trouble and distress you will have to encounter. We can all agree 
that waves and winds surround us in life. That's how life was designed like, that there ought 
to be tribulations, trouble, persecution and distress. In this sermon we discover how to survive 
these waves. 


The key to live and survive then becomes learning how to survive these waves, it's to learn 
how to soar above the waters, it's to learn how to survive the waves and winds that come out 
way. That's typically surviving these tribulations and troubles that Jesus said we will face. 


The nice thing is, we have a scenario in the bible where two men survived these waves and 
walked on top of them. Jesus and Peter walked on water. Let's study how they walked on 
water, and we know that's our solution too to surviving the winds and waves of life. 
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Matthew 14:29-31 “And he said, Come. And when Peter was come down out of the ship, 
he walked on the water, to go to Jesus. But when he saw the wind boisterous, he was 
afraid; and beginning to sink, he cried, saying, Lord, save me. And immediately Jesus 
stretched forth his hand, and caught him, and said unto him, O thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt?” 


In the scripture above, Jesus said come to Peter and he went. And when Peter was sinking 
and said Lord save me, Jesus said ye of little faith, why did you doubt. That means it took 
Peter faith to walk on water. That means Jesus walking on water also was based on faith. 
That means for us to survive the waves in our life, we ought to have faith. Now let me define 
what faith is. 


Faith is our belief. Faith is hope. Faith is staying positive. That's how we walk on water, by 
having faith. There are only two cases, it's either you have faith or you have fear. Fear is faith 
but in the opposite and faith is fear in the opposite. So it’s always like this, when the waves 
rise, it's either we become afraid or we maintain faith. 


When Peter began to be afraid, he started to sink. That means fear is an emotion we never 
should have. So we ought to have faith always. The title says choose to walk in faith, that 
means it's a choice you make, whether to be afraid of to operate in faith. 


Walking in faith through the storms of life means when the doctor says you have cancer 
and about to die, you say to yourself that's not it, | have health in Jesus' name. That's walking 
in faith. When poverty strikes and you say | believe God will keep me through this season. 
That's faith. When you are unemployed but you still believe that one day God will do it for 
you. That's having faith. We will have trouble always, the storms and waves of life always 
surround us, so you ought to have faith to survive them. 


When the exam papers return and you discover you have 36%, don't lose faith. Keep 
walking in faith. No matter what happens, keep believing. No matter what you face, don't 
lose faith. Jesus says: 


John 14:1 Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, believe also in me. 


From the opening verse when Jesus said we will have troubles, he then comes to say, in 
the midst of those troubles, in the midst of that trial, tribulation and persecution. In the midst 
of whatever storm you are in, do not let your heart be troubled. Simply believe God and 
believe me [Jesus]. Believing is having faith. Jesus was saying do not be troubled in the midst 
of those waves, only have faith. That's how you walk on top of them. 


Peter looked at the wind and began to be afraid. When he began to be afraid he began to 
sink. The same for us, if you look at your problem you are filled with fear. And when fear 
comes that's when you start to be afraid. Remember there are two cases, either fear or faith. 
Instead of being afraid, rather have faith. That's how you walk on top of the waves. 


If the waves are huge, then let your faith also increase in size. Jesus says to Peter why did 
you doubt. Do not doubt, just have faith no matter the outcome. You are running a business 
and it's been a week yet no one is buying. That's exactly the trouble Jesus say we will have so 
don't worry. Just know that faith is required to walk on top of them. Keep believing, stay 
positive and don't be afraid. The lecturer says you failed and have to repeat the course, don't 
have fear, choose to walk in faith always and keep believing. Jesus says believe in God and 
believe in me. 
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We are always surrounded by waves. We have to walk on top of these waves otherwise we 
will sink. The secret to walking on the waves is to have faith. Keep walking in faith always 
and do not be afraid. 


I want you to always remember this statement of faith which says, If the storm doesn't 
pass and the waves never cease, then let your heart be anchored. It says if these waves 
keep coming, then remain deeply connected to God and increase in your level of faith. If the 
waves are of a higher level, then let your faith be of a higher level. If the waves don't pass, 
your faith too mustn't pass. 


Choose walking in faith, always. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY! 
CROWNED WITH GLORY AND HONOUR 


“What is man that You are mindful of him, and the son of [earthborn] man that You care for 
him? Yet You have made him but a little lower than God [or heavenly beings], and You have 
crowned him with glory and honor.You made him to have dominion over the works of Your 
hands; You have put all things under his feet:” Psalm 8:4-6 (AMP) 


God’s Word says that He is so mindful of you. That means the Lord gives attention to you 
and everything that concern you. The Lord minds where you live, what you wear, what you 
eat and who you associate with. God even checks whether you have peace of mind or not. God 
also minds about your health, your career, your education and your family. You will make it 
in life because the Lord is mindful of you. You will make it in life because God has you as His 
first priority. You will succeed in life because God cares for you. 


Though you do not know the future yet, you have to know it's bright because the Lord cares 
for you and He will not stop caring. God cares whether you are sick or health, so healthy is 
yours because He cares for you. Your business will not fail, you will not go bankrupt because 
God cares also about your finances. He is mindful of them. 


He crowned you with glory and honour. You are filled with your glory. Sickness cannot 
come near you, failure cannot exist in you, fear cannot abide in you because the glory of God 
already fills you. Your light shines in you. Nothing shall by any means harm you because His 
glory is in you. 


God gave you dominion over the works of His hands and placed everything under your 
feet. Demons are under your feet. Sickness is under your feet. Poverty is under your feet. All 
worldly challenges are under your feet. It's only His glory and honour that fills you.

HE NEVER STOPS WORKING 


“Thus saith the LORD, which maketh a way in the sea, and 
a path in the mighty waters;Behold, I will do a new thing; 
now it shall spring forth; shall ye not know it? I will even 
make a way in the wilderness, and rivers in the desert. ” 

Isaiah 43:16, 19 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


God is the Way Maker and the Miracle Worker. The scripture above confirms it. God said 
] will make a way in the desert. My devotion today is not to tell you that He is the Way Maker 
and Miracle Worker since we already know that. My message to you today is to let you know 
that even when you don't feel like He is working, even when you don't see that He is working; 
He never stops to create ways and work out miracles for you. 


Romans 8:28 “And we know that all things work together for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called according to his purpose.” 


Paul says in all things God works our for our good. He still works for your good even when 
you don't feel like He is working. He still works for your good even when you don't see that 
He is working. I have a few scriptures to show you that He never stops working. 


Genesis 37:20, 28 “Come now therefore, and let us slay him, and cast him into some 
pit, and we will say, Some evil beast hath devoured him: and we shall see what will 
become of his dreams. Then there passed by Midianites merchantmen; and they drew 
and lifted up Joseph out of the pit, and sold Joseph to the Ishmeelites for twenty pieces 
of silver: and they brought Joseph into Egypt.” 
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They wanted to kill Joseph, and they sold him for 20 pieces of silver. If you were Joseph 
you would think that God stopped protecting Him and working out miracles. But the verse 
below changes things. 


Genesis 41:41-43 “And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, See, I have set thee over all the land 
of Egypt. And Pharaoh took off his ring from his hand, and put it upon Joseph's hand, 
and arrayed him in vestures of fine linen, and put a gold chain about his neck; And he 
made him to ride in the second chariot which he had; and they cried before him, Bow 
the knee: and he made him ruler over all the land of Egypt.” 


Joseph was being made king and ruler over all of Israel, being sold was a step to achieving 
that. Even when Joseph felt like He stopped working, God never stops working. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY | 


TRY AGAIN 


For a just man falleth seven times, and riseth up again: but the 
wicked shall fall into mischief. Proverbs 24:16 


The scripture above says a man falls 7 times and rises up again. That means its normal 
and natural to encounter failure sometimes. Its normal to fail an exam, fail a job interview 
and miss that thing you desperately wanted. No matter how many times you failed, that carry 
you have in your modules, that heartbreak you have or your plans which failed. The message 
for today, 10 October is that, WE TRY AGAIN. 


We try again because we know we have God’s favour. We try again because we know we 
have God’s backing and support. The Lord goes before us and fights for us. In His Word, in 
the scripture we just read, it says seven times a man falling but rises again. Even David once 
encountered a heart breaking moment at Ziklag, when His wife and children were taken. He 
sought the Lord and He said pursue for surely you shall overcome, David rose up again from 
the defeat. Today as you wake up have the attitude of giving it another try!

INA WORLD OF LAWLESSNESS; BE MORALLY UPRIGHT 


“As Jesus was sitting on the Mount of Olives, the disciples came to him 
privately. “Tell us,” they said, “when will this happen, and what will be 
the sign of your coming and of the end of the age?” And because 
lawlessness will abound, the love of many will grow cold.” Matthew 
24:3,12 (NKJV) 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


The days that we are living in, they are very dangerous, deadly and very painful, full of 
trouble. They are the last days. The time we are in, it's difficult for the righteous to survive, 
because we are now living in a world that supports evil and wickedness and looks down upon 
righteousness and goodness. Evil is praised and purity is looked down upon. Even Jesus said 
this in a prophecy. 


In the scripture above, Jesus said lawless will increase in the last days. What's lawless, it's 
corruption, murder, theft, sex trafficking, prostitution. All these things happening, false 
prophets, witchcraft. It's lawlessness. Lawlessness in anything that is nor morally upright. 
Jesus Said it will increase. So these days are really difficult to survive. Nevertheless: 


Revelation 3:11 Behold, I come quickly: hold that fast which thou hast, that no man 
take thy crown. 


My message today is that, even if the days are like this, the Lord Jesus Christ is near and 
He is coming soon. Any day He might come to take his own. So in a world of lawless, be true. 
Be good in a bad world and be morally upright in a world of no morality remembering that 
the Lord will come. Let the idea that Christ is coming be your motive. It has to be your pushing 
factor in all things. Be morally upright simply because you remember that the Lord will come. 
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1 Corinthians 15:51-53 “Listen, I tell you a mystery: We will not all sleep, but we will all 
be changed—in a flash, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trumpet. For the trumpet 
will sound, the dead will be raised imperishable, and we will be changed. For the 
perishable must clothe itself with the imperishable, and the mortal with immortality.” 


You can see that people are dying daily, we are burying our relatives, our parents and our 
children. Simply walk at any graveyard near or close to you. You might meet graves over 80 
years old. Even in the Bible, those who died in the Old Testament, counting from this present 
day going backwards they have more than 2 000 years in their graves. Paul then says we will 
not sleep forever, we won't be dead forever, he says forever our bodies won't be contained in 
that grave. He says we will be changed. He says at the sound of the last trumpet, all the dead 
will rise and in a twinkle, in a blink of an eye we will be changed. We won't sleep forever. 


Today's word is very powerful. Ladies and gentlemen, even Jesus confirmed and said the 
last days will be full of lawlessness. But in the lawlessness, Jesus Christ's coming is very near 
and He will come to take his own. Even if you die today, Paul says we won't sleep forever. He 
says at the sound of the last trumpet we will all rise and in the blink of an eye our bodies will 
be changed. 


Start working for this day, and in this world of lawless, be morally upright. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY) 
JUST AS THE SHINING LIGHT 


“But the path of the just is as the shining light, that shineth 
more and more unto the perfect day.” Proverbs 4:18 


Many battles God is fighting on our behalf. Many victories that He has given us, victories 
that we didn't ask for, victories we are not even aware of. 


If only you could see all that He does for you. Don't think that when you were sleeping the 
enemy didn't try to get to you. Don't think that your precautions saved you when you were 
driving, you were a second away from hitting another vehicle but God intervened and 
separated the cars. Don't think that from your lack of sufficient exercises you would be 
walking by now. The junk food you eat, so many diseases and cancers could have manifested 
by now. It is the Lord who keeps you and protects you. Just find time to say thank you Lord. 
Many unseen battles He does for you. I realised that when you think like God is silent, He is 
always working in ways you cannot see. We couldn't make it without Him. 


One thing is certain, if God is able to keep and protect us now, if He never failed us before, 
what will make Him fail us tomorrow or any other day. His faithfulness is true, He will keep 
us day by day. Your path forever will be like shining light because you have the Light who 
prepares it for you.

TWO KEYS FOR SURVIVING SEASONS 


“To every thing there is a season, and a time to every purpose under the 
heaven: A time to be born, and a time to die; a time to plant, and a time to 
pluck up that which is planted; A time to weep, and a time to laugh; a time 

to mourn, and a time to dance; A time to get, and a time to lose; a time to 
keep, and a time to cast away; A time to love, and a time to hate; a time of 

war, and a time of peace.” Ecclesiastes 3:1-2, 4, 6, 8 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


What do you do when you are faced with the problems and challenges? When you are 
faced with war, hatred, death and depression? How do you respond to the waves and storms 
of life? How do you respond to them? Facing problems/waves in life is something that's 
inevitable. It's something we can't escape. One way or the other, we will face them. The 
scripture above is Solomon’s response to this. 


Solomon says there is a time for everything under the Sun. He says there is a time and a 
season for everything under the sun. He says there is a time to be born and a time to die. We 
all love the time to be born and hate the time to die. He says there is a time to weep and a 
time to laugh. We all love and want to be in the laughing season, but inasmuch as we want 
it, there is a time we have to weep. Solomon says there is a time to get and a time to loose. 
We all love the times to get. When you enter a new marriage, when you buy a new house and 
when you buy a new house. When you have a degree etc. They are times to get. We hate it 
when the house is burnt, when the car is stolen and when divorce comes in your marriage. 
Solomon says there is a time to get and a time to loose. There is a time for peace and a time 
for war. 


If you understand that there are seasons in life, you won't get surprised when the seasons 


turn. You have to learn how to survive in all seasons, especially the bad and negative seasons. 
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I have two keys for you today of surviving seasons in life, especially the negative ones. The 
first key is to know that you are never forsaken. You have never been abandoned, your soul 
always has a Shepherd in the valley. 


Psalms 23:1, 4 The LORD is my shepherd; I shall not want. Yea, though I walk through 
the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for thou art with me; thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me. 


David says when | walk through the valley of the shadow of death, you are with me. Who 
is He referring to when he says you are with me. In verse one he said the Lord is my Shepherd. 
In other words he is saying though | walk through the valley of the shadow of death, the 
Shepherd is with me. We can conclude and say that your soul has a Shepherd in the valley. 
Your soul has a Shepherd in those difficult and challenging times if life. The Shepherd forever 
abides. 


What that means is, you are never forsaken. What that means is that the Lord is with you 
even in the weeping and the mourning season. Being in a season where you are loosing 
doesn't mean you are forsaken, the Shepherd abides in you and He is your dwelling place in 
every season. That's the mentality you ought to have. Let's move to the second and most 
important key of all, which tells us how to survive these seasons. 


The problems that come are the waves in life. For us to survive, we have to walk on top of 
them, that's walking on top of the water. Let's go back to the scripture and see how we are 
supposed to walk on water, or walk on top of these waves. 


Matthew 14:29-31 And he said, Come. And when Peter was come down out of the ship, 
he walked on the water, to go to Jesus. But when he saw the wind boisterous, he was 
afraid; and beginning to sink, he cried, saying, Lord, save me. And immediately Jesus 
stretched forth his hand, and caught him, and said unto him, O thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt? 


When Peter was now sinking, Jesus said to him why did you doubt, oh ye of little faith. 
That means he was using faith to walk on water; which implies that it takes faith to walk on 
top of water. As Jesus was walking on water, that meant it took faith for him to walk. So for 
us to go through these other negative and bad seasons, it takes faith for us to walk on top of 
them. 


When Peter was walking, he was using faith. When Peter began to sink, Jesus said why did 
you doubt that meant he became afraid. That means there are only two cases, either you are 
walking in faith or in fear. It's either you operate in faith or in fear. In every season you are 
in, it's either you are in operating in faith or in fear. The moment Peter operated in fear, he 
began to sink. You ought to operate in faith always otherwise you will sink. 


Now what's faith. Hebrews 11:1. Faith is the evidence of things not seen. Faith is believing 
things that doesn't exist or haven't come to reality as if they have occurred. God telling Noah, 
build an ark because a flood will come. It took faith to build that ark. God telling Abraham 
that He will have a son Isaac through Sarah. It took faith to believe that. Faith is believing 
the impossible that with God it's possible. Faith is believing that it will work. 


That's faith. It's staying positive through all circumstances. Keep believing. In negative 
situations, the doctor says you have cancer. Use faith, believe that God will heal you. 
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When you are going to an exam, believe that you will pass. The other scenario, what 
happens when you believe and things don't come to pass. Let's say you believe and have faith 
that something will occur and it doesn't, what's the next thing you will do, you will stop 
believing? That's very dangerous because once you stop believing you become like Peter 
operating in fear and suddenly you will begin to sink. You can't operate in fear at any cost, 
always have faith and keep believing even if the things won't come to pass. 


I'm saying to you today that you have to believe and have faith always. Believe that it's 
done. You have no other option besides believing since you can't operate in fear. If you 
operate in fear, you will sink. Keep and maintain your faith. Always believe. What did Jesus 
say about prayer? 


Mark 11:24 Therefore I say unto you, What things soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and ye shall have them. Jesus said whatever you desire, 
if you pray and believe you shall have. So Jesus says we have to make a prayer of 
faith, a prayer backed by faith, not a prayer of fear. James explains this better. 


James 1:6 But let him ask in faith, nothing wavering. For he that wavereth is like a 
wave of the sea driven with the wind and tossed. 


He says ask in faith without wavering. Ask in faith without doubting. Don't make a prayer 
of fear, he says ask God in faith. Let me give you an example. Let's say you have an exam. A 
prayer of fear would say, whether | pass or not 1 will still glorify God. You are not even sure 
whether you will pass or not. The prayer of faith is different. It says thank you God because 
you have already given me the victory. Thank you because I have already passed. And you 
will be so sure that you have passed, that's a prayer of faith. That's the prayer Jesus said we 
have to make. 


Remain positive always, see yourself succeeding. Keep believing the impossible. That's 
walking in faith. Believe that nothing is impossible, and Jesus says to people who have such 
a mentality, surely nothing shall be impossible to them. Do not doubt, only believe. 


Matthew 21:21 Jesus answered and said unto them, Verily I say unto you, If ye have 
faith, and doubt not, ye shall not only do this which is done to the fig tree, but also if 
ye shall say unto this mountain, Be thou removed, and be thou cast into the seq; it shall 
be done. 


Jesus says if you have faith and shall not doubt. That's the secret. Faith is being absolutely 
sure that it will happen without doubting. That's faith. Believing. And in Hebrews it says: 


Hebrews 11:32-33 And what shall I more say? for the time would fail me to tell of 
Gedeon, and of Barak, and of Samson, and of Jephthae; of David also, and Samuel, 
and of the prophets: 


Who through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought righteousness, obtained promises, 
stopped the mouths of lions, 


It says through faith through faith they conquered kingdom, received righteousness, 
received promises and stopped the mouth of lions. 


Hebrews 11:6 But without faith it is impossible to please him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 
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Without faith, it is impossible to please God. You can't operate in fear and still come to 
God. It takes faith to please God. Another scripture then says the righteousness will live by 
faith, the righteous will live by believing. This believing in impossibility is what the bible says 
the righteousness will live by. 


Hebrews 11:13 These all died in faith, not having received the promises, but having 
seen them afar off, and were persuaded of them, and embraced them, and confessed 
that they were strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 


It says they died not having received the promises but they died believing. Start having 
faith for the impossible. Even if it won't happen, keep having faith. Believe the impossible. 
Make prayers of faith. You don't have any other option. If we become afraid and have fear like 
Peter we will sink. Start believing the impossible. Say my business will prosper and believe it. 
Pray saying God thank you for health even when you are sick. Jesus says whoever asks and 
believes that he has received, it shall be given unto him. Believe God always. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY | 
ANTECEDENT APPROVAL 


“And John bare record, saying, I saw the Spirit descending from heaven like 
a dove, and it abode upon him. And I knew him not: but he that sent me to 
baptize with water, the same said unto me, Upon whom thou shalt see the 

Spirit descending, and remaining on him, the same is he which baptizeth 
with the Holy Ghost.” John 1:32-33 


The Spirit descended from heaven like a dove and landed upon Jesus. That was God 
approving Jesus. God approves His servants. Approval means validation and authentication. 
It is to signify that truly this person is recognized by heaven and has a connection and a 
participation in its activities. There is something heaven will do to signify that you have been 
approved by God. When God approves you, in other words He is showing you that He knows 
you. Its different from only you knowing Him. When God approves you, He makes the effort 
to come to you, different from you going to Him. Moses saw a burning bush, Paul saw a 
lightning strike, for Jesus the dove descended, for David it was the anointing. Its God who 
makes Himself known to you expressing He has approved you. 


When are people approved? God always approves people before they know it. John was 
told Jesus would come before Jesus came. Jeremiah was known before being formed in the 
womb. In other words, God says | created you for this reason and purpose. We are approved 
by God even before we know it, before we are formed and before we live according to the 
standard of the approval. I call it the antecedent approval. 


DAILY AFFIRMATION: 


I affirm that | have been approved by God. I have been approved even before my existence on 
this earth. Everything is according to His plan. I am authenticated and validated by God. That 
means | am known by the King of Heaven. In Jesus’ Name, Amen. 
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OCTOBER 13/0 
THE COVENANT YOU MADE 


“That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved. For with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation.” Romans 10:9-10 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


When you gave your life to Christ, you made a confession saying Jesus Christ, come and 
live in me. Starting today, you are the Lord and the King of my heart. Paul says you believe 
with your heart and confess with your mouth and you shall be saved. That's a covenant you 
made. That's one covenant you made with Christ. What does God say about such covenants 
and what is the nature of the covenants of God? 


Judges 2:1-2 “NOW THE Angel of the Lord went up from Gilgal to Bochim. And He said, 
I brought you up from Egypt and have brought you to the land which I swore to give to 
your fathers, and I said, I will never break My covenant with you; And you shall make 
no covenant with the inhabitants of this land; but you shall break down their altars. But 
you have not obeyed My voice. Why have you done this?” 


God says | brought you out of Egypt. Now, with respect to the covenant | mentioned above, 
God is saying | brought you out of the world and it's corruption and wickedness to my own 
kingdom of life and righteousness. Paul explains it better, He says, 


Colossians 1:13 Who hath delivered us from the power of darkness, and hath 
translated us into the kingdom of his dear Son: 


That's the covenant we made, through that covenant he transformed us from the kingdom 


of darkness to the kingdom of His own dear Son. 
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When we read from Judges 2, it says | will never break my covenant with you. The 
covenant you made that Jesus is the Lord of your life and had you transferred to the kingdom 
of Christ, it stands forever. It cannot be broken. God said my covenant will not be broken. 
Even Jesus confirms and say: 


John 10:28-29 And I give unto them eternal life; and they shall never perish, neither 
shall any man pluck them out of my hand. My Father, which gave them me, is greater 
than all; and no man is able to pluck them out of my Father's hand. 


Jesus says no one is able to snatch them from my hand. Not even sin can, nothing can take 
you or remove you away from Him and the love He has for you. Read the verse below, Jesus 
saying that if you are lost, He will come to you. 


Luke 19:10 For the Son of man is come to seek and to save that which was lost. 


Jesus says if you are lost, He will come to you and save you. I personally am a testimony 
of that. I have seen Jesus coming to take me from wherever | was and bringing me back to 
Him. I didn't return to Him, He was the one who came to me. It adds to the fact that this 
covenant you made, will remain forever as God said. Let's go to the last part of our main 
scripture, in Judges. 


The second verse says and you shall break down their altars. Due to the covenant you 
made, no altar can stand before you. You will break down all alters, alters of stress, alters of 
depression, alters of failure and all alters of the devil. All alters are automatically under you 
because of this covenant. 


Psalms 8:6 Thou madest him to have dominion over the works of thy hands; thou hast 
put all things under his feet: 


It says all things were put under our feet. All alters are under your feet in Jesus name! 
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VERSE OF THE DAY) 
WORSHIP AND SERVE THE LORD YOUR GOD 


“Again, the devil taketh him up into an exceeding high mountain, 
and sheweth him all the kingdoms of the world, and the glory of 
them; And saith unto him, All these things will I give thee, if thou wilt 
fall down and worship me. Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee 
hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thou serve.” Matthew 4:8-10 


What Jesus was shown by the devil were the kingdoms of the world and their glory. 
Expanding that, Jesus was shown all the pleasure, the happiness, fame and popularity this 
world offers. Satan said | will give that. I want you to understand what glory is. The glory of 
this world, having many mansions, having many wives, having bags of money in your house. 
Imagine being called the world’s richest man like Elon Musk, being the popular guy and your 
life being followed like the Kardashians. That’s the glory of this world. 


The devil wanted to give Jesus this glory and pleasure but Jesus said it is written thou shall 
worship the Lord thy God and serve Him only. Your duty and your obligation, your portion is 
not the glory of this world and its pleasure, your portion is to worship the Lord and serve Him 
only. Jesus, being the Son of God, if | were Him 1 would purchase businesses, drive the fanciest 
car and marry the most beautiful girl. Imagine being able t heal and raise the dead, | would 
open a platform where people come and pay and that would make me very wealth. Jesus said 
yours is not all that but to worship the Lord your God. Jesus didn’t mind all the other things 
like money though He was the Son of God. He didn’t come and create His own kingdom that 
would overthrow Herod and he would rule the world like Solomon. His mandate was only to 
worship God and serve Him only. 


DAILY AFFIRMATION: 


I affirm that 1 will worship the Lord my God and serve Him only. I put that as a priority greater 
that pursuing the glory and pleasure of this world. Amen. PAGE 41

PRAYER 


“Pray without ceasing.” 1 Thessalonians 5:17 i: 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


If you read in the Old Testament, prayer was a key element in all heroes of faith. They 
prayed and examples of them are cited in the bible where they prayed in times of trouble or 
emergencies. Let's take a look at the scripture below. 


Genesis 20:17 So Abraham prayed unto God: and God healed Abimelech, and his 
wife, and his maidservants; and they bare children. 


To remove the curse that was upon Abimelech because he wanted to take Sarah as a wife, 
Abraham prayed. Yes, he prayed. The prayer you know is the prayer He always made, and 
it worked. In the old testament are recorded many instances where prayer worked, but let's 
first prioritise Jesus’ words over anything. What did Jesus say about man praying. 


Luke 18:1 And he spake a parable unto them to this end, that men ought always to 
pray, and not to faint; 


Jesus says men ought always to pray and not to faint. He says man must continually pray 
without fainting. It's not different from what Paul also said about prayer. 


1 Thessalonians 5:17 Pray without ceasing. 


So we ought to always pray, as Jesus and Paul are saying. The question then is, why does 
God want us to pray without ceasing. The answer to that is simple, because He is ready to 
answer our prayers and provide for our requests. 


John 14:13-14 And whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, that will I do, that the Father 


may be glorified in the Son. If ye shall ask any thing in my name, I will do it. 
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Jesus says if you ask anything in my name, | will do it. That means He is ready to do it, we 
are the only ones who are not asking. What are you waiting for so you can start asking from 
God. What are you exactly waiting for to happen. How badly do you want to be damaged 
before you can start praying and changing things through prayer. 


If you read in Acts, when James was murdered by Herod, God was silent. No miracle 
happened and James died just like that. When Peter was taken, the church prayed for Peter, 
that's when chains fell and prison doors were open. Peter wasn't even praying. Simply 
because they didn't pray, because they didn't ask God, James died. How bad do you want the 
situation to be like before you can go before God in prayer. 


Prayer always works. Take the example of Hannah, she kept praying until she received 
from God. 


1 Samuel 1:5, 10, 12, 17 But unto Hannah he gave a worthy portion; for he loved 
Hannah: but the LORD had shut up her womb. And she was in bitterness of soul, and 
prayed unto the LORD, and wept sore. And it came to pass, as she continued praying 
before the LORD, that Eli marked her mouth. Then Eli answered and said, Go in peace: 
and the God of Israel grant thee thy petition that thou hast asked of him. Hannah kept 
praying until she received, that was the same thing with Elijah. He kept praying until 
the cloud appeared. 


1 Kings 18:42-44 So Ahab went up to eat and to drink. And Elijah went up to the top of 
Carmel; and he cast himself down upon the earth, and put his face between his knees, 
And said to his servant, Go up now, look toward the sea. And he went up, and looked, 
and said, There is nothing. And he said, Go again seven times. And it came to pass at 
the seventh time, that he said, Behold, there ariseth a little cloud out of the sea, like a 
man's hand. And he said, Go up, say unto Ahab, Prepare thy chariot, and get thee 
down, that the rain stop thee not. 


For 7 times Elijah anticipated an answer to his prayer and there was nothing. He kept on 
praying and never gave up. Let's see what James says about this. 


James 5:16 Confess your faults one to another, and pray one for another, that ye may 
be healed. The effectual fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth much. 


James says the fervent. What does fervent mean. It means continuous. It means persistent. 
It's means constant. You have to persist in prayer. Like Hannah and Elijah, they didn't give 
until a result came. So pray until something happens. What did Jesus say about praying until 
something happens. 


Luke 18:7-8 And shall not God avenge his own elect, which cry day and night unto him, 
though he bear long with them? I tell you that he will avenge them speedily. 
Nevertheless when the Son of man cometh, shall he find faith on the earth? 


Jesus says will God not avenge His own who pray day and night. The secret is not just 
praying, it's being persistent in prayer, a fervent prayer as James describes it. That's why 
Jesus says men ought to always pray and Paul said pray without ceasing. The prayer has to 
be fervent. Let me show you what a fervent prayer does, what a consistent prayer really does. 
Let's read again James using the amplified Bible version. 
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James 5:16 Confess to one another therefore your faults (your slips, your false steps, 
your offenses, your sins) and pray [also] for one another, that you may be healed and 
restored [to a spiritual tone of mind and heart]. The earnest (heartfelt, continued) 
prayer of a righteous man makes tremendous power available [dynamic in its 
working]. 


It says the continued prayer of a righteous man makes tremendous power available, 
dynamic in it's working. Such a prayer creates power. Don't worry about the righteous part, 
Paul says we already are the righteousness of God in Christ. So your prayer is already a prayer 
of a righteous man. 


2 Corinthians 5:21 For he hath made him to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of God in him. 


Jesus said we just shouldn't pray, he said we should make prayers of faith. 


Mark 11:24 Therefore I say unto you, What things soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and ye shall have them. 


Jesus says when you pray, believe that you have received. That's s prayer of faith. 
Remember the example | gave in the devotion of Two Keys For Surviving Seasons . Let's 
say you pray and say God, even if | don't pass this exam | will still bless you. It's a prayer of 
fear, it's not a prayer of faith Jesus said we should make. Jesus says when you ask, believe 
that you have receive and you shall have. Say God, | thank you for the 100%. Believe it, and 
you will receive. Operate in faith always. 


Prayer does so much to us. Let's learn another aspect again 


Philippians 4:6-7 Be careful for nothing; but in every thing by prayer and supplication 
with thanksgiving let your requests be made known unto God. And the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, shall keep your hearts and minds through Christ 
Jesus. 


Paul says be careful for nothing. It says do not fret or have anxiety about anything. 
Through prayer and supplication make your requests known by God. So you can be stress 
free. Anytime anything is troubling you, make it known unto God. Being stressed means you 
are not praying because if you pray, the peace of Christ which passes understanding will go 
with you . 


There is nothing prayer can't change. There is nothing prayer can't do. Let's hear from 
James again 


James 5:17-18 Elias was a man subject to like passions as we are, and he prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain: and it rained not on the earth by the space of three 
years and six months. And he prayed again, and the heaven gave rain, and the earth 
brought forth her fruit. 


It says Elijah was a man like us. He would get hungry too. Just as you do. But he prayed 
and it didn't rain for 3 years. Prayer works. If you get to challenging situations, pray. Prayer 
opens closed doors. Last verse. Since are trying to be like Christ; Jesus prayed continuously. 


Mark 1:35 And in the morning, rising up a great while before day, he went out, and 


departed into a solitary place, and there prayed. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY! 
POOR IN SPIRIT 


“Blessed are the poor in spirit: for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 
Blessed are the meek: for they shall inherit the earth.” Matthew 5:3,5 


Jesus taught and said blessed are the poor in spirit. What does it mean to be poor in spirit? 
Here is a parable that best explains. 


Luke 18:11-14 “The Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as other men are, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this 
publican. I fast twice in the week, I give tithes of all that I possess. And the publican, 
standing afar off, would not lift up so much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon 
his breast, saying, God be merciful to me a sinner. I tell you, this man went down to 
his house justified rather than the other: for every one that exalteth himself shall be 
abased; and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted.” 


Being poor in spirit is humility, to show dependence on God. It is to disregard all your 
religious and spiritual achievements and talk to God like you are a nobody. It’s a perspective 
you have regarding yourself. When it comes to spirituality, be humble at heart and think of 
yourself as from a low position. 


Jesus says the kingdom is for the poor in spirit. You cant approach God with pride, 
remember that’s what caused Satan to be send away from the kingdom. Jesus also said the 
meek will inherit the earth, how? In Luke Jesus said the humble will be exalted. That’s how 
they will inherit the earth. Be meek and poor in spirit if you want to worship God.

“He gives strength to the weary and increases the power of the 
weak. Even youths grow tired and weary, and young men stumble 
and fall; but those who hope in the Lord will renew their strength.

weary, they will walk and not be faint.” Isaiah 40:29-31 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Another day, another Word from God, another revival in our spirits and another new and 
increased level of grace. The first point is that God gives strength to the weak. He increases 
power to them. That's what our Lord does for us. Are you currently weak? What are you facing, 
how bad is it? Are you at your weakest point in any aspect of life? In your career, in your 
academic life. In your relationship or marriage? In your walk with God. Is any amongst us 
weak, let him/her remember that the Lord gives strength to the weak. 


Jesus loves the weak. He says | came to give strength to the weak. Jesus loves it when we 
are weak because in our weakness, His strength is revealed. 


Matthew 11:28 “Come to me, all you who are weary and burdened, and I will give you 
rest.” 


Jesus wants the weak. He says if you are weak it's okay, come to me and | will give you rest. 
Because with Jesus is the Mighty God who gives strength to the weak. So start boasting of your 
weakness. Start being proud of your weakness. 


2 Corinthians 12:9-10 “But he said to me, “My grace is sufficient for you, for my power 
is made perfect in weakness.” Therefore I will boast all the more gladly about my 
weaknesses, so that Christ's power may rest on me.” 
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This is very powerful. Paul says in the scripture before the one we read, three times | 
pleaded with God to take it from me. But God said in your weakness is my power displayed. 
Paul said | will be more glad, | will rejoice about all my weakness because they attract Christ's 
power to me. He says so | delight in hardships, in insults, in persecution, in struggle. For 
when | am weak, then | am strong. 


We serve a God who gives strength to the weak. We serve a Jesus who invites all those who 
are weak to Him. He says | like the weak because in their weakness my power is displayed. 
He likes you with hardships because in your hardships His power is displayed. In your 
struggle His power is displayed. Start boasting about your problems, because if you have 
them then you know you don't have them because of Christ's power that's available. 


Let's finish by going back to Isaiah. He says the youth grow tired and weak. Young men 
stumble and fall but those who hope in the Lord will have their strength renewed. They will 
soar on wings like eagles. You will rise on eagles wings, and you will soar in the sky freely. 
You will run and walk and never be tired, only if you hope in the Lord now and boast of your 
weakness. You will soar on wings like eagles. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY! 
EMBRACING THE NATURE OF CHRIST 


“Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set on an hill cannot be hid. Neither 
do men light a candle, and put it under a bushel, but on a candlestick; and it 
giveth light unto all that are in the house. Let your light so shine before men, 

that they may see your good works, and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven.” Matthew 5:14-16 


Jesus said we are the light of the Lord. That means there is light in us. What is the source of 
this light? 


John 9:5 “As long as I am in the world, I am the light of the world.” 


In the scripture above Jesus was saying that He is the light of the world. If Jesus is the 
light, we know that Christ now lives in us. His light inside us expands and is expressed 
through us too. He is the source of our light, he is the light hence we too become the light of 
the world. I want you to recognize that its due to Christ that we become the light of the world. 
The next question is, how did this light interact with the world? 


John 1:5 “And the light shineth in darkness; and the darkness comprehended it not.” 


The darkness failed to comprehend the light. To comprehend is to understand, the world 
failed to understand the Light, they failed to understand Jesus.

So 
do not be moved like others. Let's undermine the secret to surviving these times, where life 


might seem like it's difficult. PAGE 49 


Why are people having anxiety. The answer is simple. Take the word "anxiety" . What's the 
letter in the centre, it's ''. The reason you have anxiety, worry and stress, it's because you are 
centred on ‘i’. You are still self-centred. You are still basing on what you can do to make 
yourself survive. You are still based on what you have and who you know(connections). That's 
the very opposite of what the bible tells us. 


Galatians 2:20 I have been crucified with Christ [in Him I have shared His crucifixion]; 
it is no longer I who live, but Christ (the Messiah) lives in me; and the life I now live in 
the body I live by faith in (by adherence to and reliance on and complete trust in) the 
Son of God, Who loved me and gave Himself up for me. 


Paul says you no longer live, but the life you live now you live it in Christ. Christ is the new 
you. He will make sure you are fed. He will provide, he says | am the well, draw from me 1 will 
provide. It's no longer your ability since you are dead. It's now the ability of Christ to whom 
nothing is impossible. You will survive these hard times where everything is going up. You 
will pass your exam and graduate because Christ now lives in you and unto Him nothing is 
impossible. He says | am the light of the world, and His light shines through us since He is in 
us. You will survive these times. 


Philippians 4:13 I have strength for all things in Christ Who empowers me [I am ready 
for anything and equal to anything through Him Who infuses inner strength into me; I 
am self-sufficient in Christ's sufficiency]. 


The verse above is long because it's Amplified Version. King James Version makes it short. 
It says | can do all things through Christ who gives me strength. You can do all things through 
Christ. So it's no longer you but Christ. 


Now refrain from basing on who you are and what you have. Another word with ‘i’ in the 
middle is pride, very different from what God wants. Centralizing things on yourself is an ego 
before God. What does God say 


1 Peter 5:6-7 Therefore humble yourselves [demote, lower yourselves in your own 
estimation] under the mighty hand of God, that in due time He may exalt you, Casting 
the whole of your care [all your anxieties, all your worries, all your concerns, once and 
for all] on Him, for He cares for you affectionately and cares about you watchfully. 


What starts is humbling yourself and because you have humbled yourself, casting your 
cares is a result of that. It says humble yourself before God and let Him take the lead. Know 
that it's Christ who leads the way and not you. In due time He will exalt you. Humbling 
yourself is casting your care upon God and not upon you. It's realising that it's God who 
sustains you and not yourself. 


The reason you are anxious and stressed and afraid is because you have you at the centre. 
When you remove yourself at the centre and put Christ at the centre, you will see that you can 
survive .When you say " | don't know if 1 can make it. I don't know if I have what it takes. " 
What does it have to be yourself. You are carrying weight you are not supposed to bear. 
Humble yourself under the might hand of God. You tell yourself you don't have what it takes 
to get through the next 10 years, did you have what it took to get through the first 10 years. 
Go to God and say | need you to survive. Jesus says ask anything from me and | will give you. 
So ask Him. 


It's not about you and what you can do but it's about Christ and what He can do. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY!) 
LOVE WILL ALWAYS WIN 


“But I say unto you, Love your enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you, and persecute you;” Matthew 5:44 


Jesus talked about love and said we have to love our enemies. Don’t allow yourself to hold 
grudges, always make sure that your spirit is free from hatred, jealousy, anger and bitterness. 
Its important to avoid the factors | listed above because they will lead you to committing 
crimes and sin. If you are jealousy, the next thing is to obviously do witchcraft wishing bad on 
others. Love eliminates that. For you to forgive, you first must have love. 


The moment you have love in your heart, you will see that you wont mind a lot of things. 
Even if God gives you less, you will be grateful. When your spouse or child wrongs you, you 
wont overreact because you have love. You wont allow anything to ruin your mood as you 
forgive all who wrong you before they do. Bitterness, anger and jealousy will stay away from 
you. You will be happy all the time. Love is good and it conquers all evil. 


Romans 12:21 “Be not overcome of evil, but overcome evil with good.” 


Love is the force that overcomes evil. When someone falsely accuses you, just smile and 
forgive them in your heart. A person with love doesn’t mind much. Its easy to bless your 
enemies because you have love. Lets remember that God is love. Operate in love always. Love 
always wins, it overcomes evil. 


1 John 4:8,16 “He that loveth not knoweth not God; for God is love. And we have known 
and believed the love that God hath to us. God is love; and he that dwelleth in love 
dwelleth in God, and God in him.”

GUARD YOUR CONFIDENCE 


“In whom we have boldness and access with confidence by the 
faith of him.” Ephesians 3:12 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Confidence is one of the key attributes of the character of a child of God. You have to be 
confident. Many times in the bible God says do not be afraid or discouraged. God wants bold 
and courageous people. God wants people with confidence. The first question is, where do we 
get our confidence? 


Ephesians 3:12 In whom we have boldness and access with confidence by the faith of 
him. 


The scripture says in whom we have confidence and access. The person being referred to 
was Christ. In Christ we have confidence and access. Confidence to face all aspects of life. We 
have the confidence to live in Christ. That's where we get our confidence, from Christ. Christ 
is the source of our confidence. You cannot be afraid of an interview. You cannot be afraid to 
present in front of many people. When you stand in front of people, simply remind yourself 
of this verse, that in Him | have confidence. You need confidence to live, and our confidence 
we get it from Christ. 


Don't be afraid to stand for Christ. Don't be ashamed to dress properly/godly. Don't be 
ashamed to walk and interact with people, your confidence is in Christ. In Christ we have 
boldness. You need confidence, you cannot stand for Christ without confidence. Let's hear 
what Paul says. 


Romans 1:16 For Iam not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believeth; to the Jew first, and also to the Greek. 
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Paul says | can stand for Christ. It's because He was confident. Without confidence, you 
really cannot stand for Christ. You can't be a believer, you cannot follow God without this 
confidence. Here is another verse again, which shows that you cannot go before God without 
confidence. 


Hebrews 4:16 Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in time of need. 


It says let us come boldly before the throne of grace, that we might obtain mercy and find 
grace to help us in our time of need. Without confidence, you cannot receive this mercy and 
grace. Confidence really is important, not just in our daily lives but in our walk with God as 
well. 


My point is, guard your confidence. Be bold always. Never allow anything to make you 
afraid. Guard your confidence jealously. Without it there is nothing you cannot do. Don't be 
afraid of any human being. Walk into that interview with confidence, face your peers and 
business partners with confidence. Kneel down and pray in your room with confidence. Open 
your bible and read it with confidence. Never let anything take away your confidence. Don't 
let anyone belittle you. Don't allow anything to make you feel like you are small. You are a 
great person. You are God's own special person, His chosen generation, you are a royal 
person, a holy priest, God has clothed you with glory and honour and put all things under 
your feet. So have confidence in all things. 


Remember the verse of the day for October 2 which talked about being Bold as a Lion. 
We read from: 


Proverbs 28:1 The wicked flee when no man pursueth: but the righteous are bold as a 
lion. 


You have to be as bold as a lion. You are nothing without confidence. You cannot operate 
without confidence, so don't let anything take your confidence away. Running away is for the 
wicked, not God's children. Our opening verse spoke of confidence and access. Once you have 
confidence, you have access to all things. You have access to God's throne where there is 
mercy and grace. Be confident always. 


Remember on the day of Pentecost, they received the Holy Spirit and became confident. 
Why do you allow yourself not to be bold whilst you carry the Holy Spirit. When they received 
the spirit, even Peter who denied Jesus thrice started to preach. 


Proverbs 3:26 For the LORD shall be thy confidence, and shall keep thy foot from being 
taken. 


Solomon says in the Lord so shall your confidence be in. Put your confidence in God. Once 
you do that, God will not allow your foot from being taken. You get your confidence from God. 
Let's look again at this scripture. Our closing scripture. 


Hebrews 10:35 Cast not away therefore your confidence, which hath great recompence 
of reward. 


Paul says our confidence will be rewarded. You will have a reward for being confident. So 
start exercising confidence. Speak at big stages, walk into tense interviews, dress in a decent 
and godly manner not minding what people says. Carry confidence everywhere you go. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY! 
HE KNOWS ALL THINGS 


“Thou knowest my downsitting and mine uprising, thou 
understandest my thought afar off.” Psalm 139:2 


David says the Lord knows our thoughts from afar. God knows all our thoughts and He 
knows what we will think about next before we think about it. Here is a scripture where God 
responded to the thoughts of Joseph, he only thought and an angel appeared. 


Matthew 1:20 “But while he thought on these things, behold, the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of David, fear not to take unto 
thee Mary thy wife: for that which is conceived in her is of the Holy Ghost.” 


God knows all things, our current thoughts and future thoughts too. Jesus said before we 
pray He already knows what we want. 


Matthew 6:8 “Be not ye therefore like unto them: for your Father knoweth what things 
ye have need of, before ye ask him.” 


Before we ask anything, Isaiah says God already provides it. 


Isaiah 65:24 “And it shall come to pass, that before they call, I will answer; and while 
they are yet speaking, I will hear.” 


What’s the purpose of prayer then if He knows all things. He provides before we ask yet 
in Luke 18:1 Jesus says man ought always to pray and not to faint. The answer is this. 


Proverbs 3:6 “In all thy ways acknowledge him, and he shall direct thy paths.” 


Solomon says acknowledge. To acknowledge is to confirm something someone already 
knows and recognizes, that prayer’s. Prayer is acknowledgement. We must acknowledge Him 
in all our ways, that praying without ceasing. He already knows, we just acknowledge! 


DAILY AFFIRMATION: 
I affirm that | will acknowledge Him through prayer in all my ways. Amen. 
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ACKNOWLEDGE HIM IN ALL YOUR WAYS 


“Trust in the LORD with all thine heart; and lean not unto thine own 
understanding. In all thy ways acknowledge him, and he shall direct 
thy paths.” Proverbs 3:5-6 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


We have so many testimonies today of people to whom Jesus appeared to asking why don't 
my people pray. He says in His Word if you ask from me, | will give unto you. Jesus’ question 
is, why don't my disciples ask. Jesus is ready to give and to provide. The problem is us, why 
don't we pray always and ask from God. Read the scripture above. 


Starting with verse 4 which says in all your ways acknowledge Him. How do we do that, 
how do we acknowledge God in all our ways? That's prayer. We acknowledge our ways to God 
through prayer. Since the scripture says in all your ways acknowledge Him, that means you 
will tell Him whoever you are dating, you will tell Him the degree you want to do. You will tell 
Him your next big plan, and you tell Him through prayer, that's acknowledging Him, through 
prayer. 


Since it says in all your ways, you never must have a single way you fail to acknowledge 
Him. That's means you ought to pray always acknowledging Him in all your ways. It now links 
with when Jesus say man ought to pray always and when Paul say pray without ceasing. 


Luke 18:1 “And he spake a parable unto them to this end, that men ought always to 
pray, and not to faint;” 


1 Thessalonians 5:17 “Pray without ceasing.” 


Why do we have to pray without ceasing, why do man have to pray and not to fail, it's 
because in all our ways we have to acknowledge Him, and we acknowledge Him through 


prayer. It's really easy, it's nothing complicated brethren. ee 


When you wake up, tell Him how your day is going to be like. When you sleep, tell Him 
how the day was like. Before you travel, pray. Before you eat, pray. Before you read, pray. It's 
really this simple. That's acknowledging Him in all your ways. You have to understand what 
the Word acknowledge means. It's not like He already doesn't know. He knows but to 
acknowledge is to tell Him something He already knows. Pray always, that's acknowledging 
Him. 


Solomon says in all your ways acknowledge Him, and He will direct your path. Have you 
seen that if you pray in the morning, that day is always a success. It's because you 
acknowledged him, now he is directing your path. On verse 3 Solomon says trust the Lord 
with all your heart and lean not on your own understanding. If you do not acknowledge Him, 
that means you are not trusting Him and you are leaning on your understanding. Because 
you didn't acknowledge, He can't come and direct your path. Pray always, especially after 
waking up and before sleep. Prayer doesn't have to be a complicated thing scheduled for only 
0000 hrs to 0100 hrs. If you walk with Him through the day acknowledging Him in all your 
ways, the 0000 hrs prayer will even be more effective. 


Let's cover the remaining aspects now, things you have to know before praying. 


Psalms 3:3 But thou, O LORD, art a shield for me; my glory, and the lifter up of mine 
head. 


David says God is the lifter of my head. That means God is the one who gives us success. 
He fights our battles. The good life you want, you will get it in God and from God. In God lies 
your success. That's why David says God is the lifter of mine head. He is the lifter of your 
head too. Pray to Him because He is the lifter of your head. In all your ways acknowledge, He 
will direct your path lifting your head high. Let's go to the other aspect. 


Hebrews 11:6 But without faith it is impossible to please him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 


Paul says whoever comes to God must believe that He is. Other translation say that must 
believe that God exists. Before you pray, you have to believe everything about God, that He 
is faithful and that all his promises are true. You can't pray without believing that He is. Pray 
believing that all His promises are true. The last thing on that verse, Paul says who comes 
must believe that God is the rewarder of all those who honestly and diligently seek Him. God 
rewards people who pray, He rewards. So acknowledge Him knowing that He will reward you 
and He will direct your path. This must give you confidence to pray. I like the following point, 
let's read the scripture from the amplified Bible. 


James 5:16 Confess to one another therefore your faults (your slips, your false steps, 
your offenses, your sins) and pray [also] for one another, that you may be healed and 
restored [to a spiritual tone of mind and heart]. The earnest (heartfelt, continued) 
prayer of a righteous man makes tremendous power available [dynamic in its 
working]. 


It's says the earnest prayer of a righteous man makes tremendous power available, 
dynamic in it's working. The Bible says we are the righteousness of God in Christ. 


2 Corinthians 5:21 For he hath made him to be sin for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of God in him. 
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Mark 11:24 Therefore I say unto you, What things soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and ye shall have them. 


Jesus says when you pray believe that you have received and it shall be given unto you. It's 
the prayer of faith. Believing that you received is like before an exam you pray and say God | 
want to pass. You believe that you have received and you thank Him for giving it unto you. So 
the next time you pray, you are acting as if you received, you are thanking Him. That's the 
prayer of faith. It's very effective. Whatsoever you desire, believe that you have received. If 
it's s job, believe that you have received, operate in faith. Pray in faith. In all your ways 
acknowledge Him, making prayers of faith. 


Prayer makes tremendous power available, dynamic in it's working. The power for the 
breakthrough you need is in prayer. Keep praying! 


James 5:16 (AMP) Confess to one another therefore your faults (your slips, your false 
steps, your offenses, your sins) and pray [also] for one another, that you may be healed 
and restored [to a spiritual tone of mind and heart]. The earnest (heartfelt, continued) 
prayer of a righteous man makes tremendous power available [dynamic in its 
working].

He is the peace you need and John 
says He is the Light. No matter what state you are in, be it need or plenty, as long as you have 
Christ, you are fine. Christ will carry you through all phases. 


Paul says | can do all things through Christ. You can do everything through Christ who 
gives you strength. If you are in need, Christ is there to sustain you. If you have plenty, Christ 
will multiply. No matter what you face, you can do all things through Christ. You can survive 
anything because you have Christ. The winds that are in your marriage, Christ is there to calm 
them down. The troubles of the ages, Christ says you have already overcome. 


John 15:5, “I am the vine; you are the branches. If you remain in me and I in you, you 
will bear much fruit; apart from me you can do nothing. 


Jesus says apart from me you can do nothing. So my message is, you need Christ in all 
things. With Christ you can do all things. No matter what position you are in, Christ is there 
to give you the success. Christ gives you the peace, the peace even in the face of difficulties. 
Do not forsake Christ. Everything you need, you will have it and you will do it in Christ. Christ 
is there to bring you the glory, and he says | will be with you always.

“But to as many as did receive and welcome Him, He gave the authority (power, 
privilege, right) to become the children of God, that is, to those who believe in 
(adhere to, trust in, and rely on) His name — Who owe their birth neither to 
bloods nor to the will of the flesh [that of physical impulse] nor to the will of 
man [that of a natural father], but to God.

From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


John 1:42 And he brought him to Jesus. And when Jesus beheld him, he said, Thou art 
Simon the son of Jona: thou shalt be called Cephas, which is by interpretation, A stone. 


The first time Simon was brought to Jesus, Jesus changed His identity and gave Him a new 
identity. He said you are Simon, you shall be called Cephas. It's not only this instance we see 
Jesus changing someone's name. Let's explore another instance Jesus changes someone's 
name to a new one. 


Mark 3:16-17 And Simon he surnamed Peter; And James the son of Zebedee, and John 
the brother of James; and he surnamed them Boanerges, which is, The sons of thunder: 


Mark says Simon was named Peter. Throughout the Bible we knew him as Peter but it 
wasn't always like that. He was initially Simon. All the powerful people in the bible, they had 
their names changed. They were given a new identity by God. Look at the new testament, who 
wrote most books in it, most of the book were written by Paul. He wasn't always Paul, his 
identity too was changed. 


Acts 13:9 Then Saul, (who also is called Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes 
on him, 


Paul, he once was Saul. But before he could do no might work or write any book, his name 


had to be changed. 
PAGE 59 


Let's look at the father of faith, Abraham. He wasn't born Abraham. When he had an 
encounter with God, then was his name changed. 


Genesis 17:5 Nor shall your name any longer be Abram [high, exalted father]; but your 
name shall be Abraham [father of a multitude], for I have made you the father of many 
nations. 


Abraham was born as Abram but when God came to Him, God changed His name. I like 
the point that follows next, let's first read the scripture and | will explain. The point is so 
beautiful. 


Genesis 32:28 And He said, Your name shall be called no more Jacob [supplanter], but 
Israel [contender with God]; for you have contended and have power with God and 
with men and have prevailed. 


Let me explain to you what happened so you can appreciate the idea here. This is when 
Jacob wrested with an angel. All night he wrestled with an angel and fought. He actually broke 
his limb in the fight. And the angel couldn't overcome Jacob. It was morning and the angel 
wanted to go. Jacob won this fight, now here is the reward Jacob received for fighting against 
God, it says your name will no longer be Jacob but Israel for you have contented/wrestled 
against man and God and have prevailed. His reward was his name changed. His reward was 
a new identity. The title for this devotion is a new identity. 


That was the background of the devotion, let's now go into detail. The question is, why 
would God change man's identity? Why?. We want to explore what happens when the identity 
is changed, what's the necessity of changing man's identity and why do you need to have your 
identity changed. Why a new identity? 


John 1:12-13 But to as many as did receive and welcome Him, He gave the authority 
(power, privilege, right) to become the children of God, that is, to those who believe in 
(adhere to, trust in, and rely on) His name — Who owe their birth neither to bloods nor 
to the will of the flesh [that of physical impulse] nor to the will of man [that of a natural 
father], but to God. [They are born of God!] 


The verse above is the pivot of the story. It says to those who received Him, he gave them 
power to become sons of God. That's our new identity. We will talk about it later, for now let's 
explore why. Verse 13 says children who owe their birth not to blood. Identity was changed 
so God could remove owing birth to blood. What does that mean? You have your father's 
blood in you, so by changing identity God is saying that no longer matters. That's no longer 
the reason why you are who you are. It's not due to the blood of your biological father. God 
says I am removing that connection, it no matters. That can no longer be your identity. 


The next thing verse 13 mentions is nor to the will of the flesh. Here God says you might 
be here due to the will of your parents. In the sense that they planned that by this time, in the 
next 2 years, we want to have a child and its you. God says you no longer are a product of the 
will of men. You are no longer a product of family planning. He changes that and He removes 
that. 


The last point he says nor to the will of man. He removes you being here due to the will of 
man. He says that no longer matters. He dissolves that. You are not a biological mistake. God 
says the will of men no longer contributes. That's why He changes identity, to remove all those 


things. 
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The next thing is, when He removes them, what does He replace with. What does He 
substitute for. The last part of the verse tells us. 


The last part says but to God, children born to God. The moment we come to God He 
changes our identity and we become children born to Him. That means we are now here 
because He wants us to be here. That's what born of God means. It's no longer the will of 
man but the will of God. 


That means for us now to operate, we operate in the will of God and not of man. The 
moment we believe in Jesus, we activate the will is God and disable that of men. Let's get to 
understand our new identities then, Abram became Abraham. Saul became Paul. Jacob 
became Israel, what do we become. John 1:12, told us that. It said we to those who believed, 
he gave them power to be children of God. That's who we are changed to be. We are changed 
to be children of God. We become children of God. Its now the will of God we ae under its 
operation. We are now here due to the will od God, the will of men and the will of the flesh 
become deactivated. That's our new identity. 


You are a child of God! 
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VERSE OF THE DAY! 
AN ACCURATE GOD 


“So all the generations from Abraham to David are fourteen 
generations; and from David until the carrying away into Babylon 
are fourteen generations; and from the carrying away into 
Babylon unto Christ are fourteen generations.” Matthew 1:17 


We thank God because He reveals Himself unto us. I want to show you how accurate and specific 
God is when it comes to acting on time. I want to let you see that God really takes time into 
consideration, He does His things and plans right on time. He plans and cares about time so much. 


It says from Abraham to David were 14 generations, from David to the exile to Babylon were 14 
generations. From Babylon to Christ were 14 generations. God really knew His time. He knew what 
he was doing and when He would introduce Christ to the world, He was maintaining that 14 
generation space in his time period. 


Here is an awesome revelation, now to Sarah who is thinking that Isaac is delaying to come. If Isaac 
came early, it would affect the 14 generation system. Here is Daniel thinking that the Israelites spent 
too much time in Babylon as slaves. God is saying if] release you anytime soon, it will affect the order 
of 14 generations. 


God is really sensitive about time. He does His things on time. God is not early, He is not late, He 
is always right on time. 


The marriage you are waiting for. The girlfriend or boyfriend you want. The child you are waiting to 
receive. I now see that we serve a God who is accurate in doing things on time. He is not early nor 
late, he does things on time. How beautiful this is. So 1 will wait patiently on the Lord, knowing that 
at the end of the 14 generations, there is a Messiah He planned to reveal. Just go through the 14 
generations, God knows what He is doing. He will do something beautiful at the end of every 14 
generations.

“Casting down imaginations, and every high thing that exalteth 
itself against the knowledge of God, and bringing into captivity 
every thought to the obedience of Christ; 2 Corinthians 10:5 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


How do we ought to live as children of God. What's our lives supposed to be like. Let's 
explore and take a look at that now. The first idea is of sweeping. As a child of God you ought 
to sweep away all these other things and maintain a clean atmosphere. What are the things 
that surround us. One is fear. As a child is God you can't operate in fear. You constantly have 
to sweep it away. Though we face big situations, keep being rooted in the faith. Don't allow 
fear to overpower you. You can't allow fear to bring you down. Soar above fear. 


Stay positive. Stay positive in all situations. Believe that you will make it. Believe in the 
power of God in you. Let's read this scripture. 


Philippians 4:13 I can do all things through Christ which strengtheneth me. 


It says | can do all things through Christ. Believe that. Let that sink in your spirit. Let's that 
become your new reality. Always believe. You can't allow these other negative emotions and 
mentality to come to you. Howis a child of God supposed to think and behave, your mentality 
should be that, nothing is impossible for you, for the same power that raised Christ from the 
dead lives in you. Stay positive. Believe and cast down all negative mentality. I like this verse, 
let's read it. Its very important. 


2 Corinthians 10:5 Casting down imaginations, and every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and bringing into captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ; 
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Paul says we have to cast down imaginations that raise themselves above the knowledge of 
God. What do we get from the knowledge of God, it says we are victors, it says we are God's 
own chosen generation, a royal priesthood. Success is in you. So we have to cast down any 
imagination that says we are a failure. We have to cast down any imagination that says we 
will not make it. It's against the knowledge of God. The summary is stay positive, because by 
not staying positive, you are welcoming imaginations that exalt themselves above the 
knowledge of Christ. What does the knowledge of God say, it says God is all powerful and He 
can deliver. It says He has that power to save, and might are His works. The moment you start 
believing that your situation is permanent, they are thoughts that go above the knowledge of 
God. 


Let's explore the last part of that verse, it says bringing into captivity every thought into 
the obedience of Jesus Christ. Every thought you have, make it a prisoner to the obedience of 
Jesus Christ. It has to obey Jesus, that's what that verse is telling us. It has to be a prisoner. 


My question then is, how then do you manage to believe that you will fail that exam, or bad 
things will happen to you when every thought is a prisoner of the obedience of Jesus who says 
1 give you all power, nothing shall harm you. Even if you drink a deadly poison, it won't harm 
you. 


Mark 16:17-18 “And these signs shall follow them that believe; In my name shall they 
cast out devils; they shall speak with new tongues; They shall take up serpents; and if 
they drink any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover.” 


My question is, how will you live this life. This is how you are supposed to survive if you 
choose to be a child of God. The Words of Christ, they must be your new reality. They have to 
sink in your spirit and become a part of your spirit. They have to become your new reality. 
The other question is, how then do you see yourself. You are now who God says you are. That's 
your new definition. You are a child of God. Everything God says about you, that's who you 
are. You now live from the perspective of who Christ says you are. Doing all things through 
Christ who strengthens you has to be your new reality. Nothing can be impossible to you 
because you have Christ in you. Believe that fear cannot exist in you. 


Even for prayer, how then do you pray. You pray from the position of who you are in Christ. 
What's your position in Christ. 


Ephesians 2:6 And hath raised us up together, and made us sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ 


When you pray, do not pray like an non-believer who has no faith. Say this instead, God of 
our salvation, perfection of divinity you have beautiful our lives. We are enthroned with you, 
far above all principalities and powers, we are in your amazing light. Nothing is impossible 
for me. That's the prayer you are supposed to make. Pray from your position in Christ. 


Let's explore another thing, hope. 
Romans 8:25 “But if we hope for what we do not yet have, we wait for it patiently.” 


Paul says if we hope for something we do not have, then we wait for it patiently. In the 
waiting, we wait with hope, another version says we wait with hope and composure. So that 
means though we might have not received what we hope for, we wait and remain in hope. 
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That means we have to have hope always. And if we have hope always that means we stay 
positive through all situations. I want to lead you to staying positive and in faith. That's what 
a child of God should be like. When others say this exam is difficult, we will fail, that can't be 
the reality of a child of God. For us, we keep the hope alive and remain in hope until we 
receive. We never forsake hope. So stay positive. Even if you don't have a job yet, stay positive. 
That's the Christian life. 


Let me tell you something even more serious about hope and staying positive. Without 
those 2, you cannot have faith. Paul says those 2 are foundation for faith, let's read the 
scripture. 


Hebrews 11:1 Now faith is the substance of things hoped for, the evidence of things not 
seen. 


That verse says faith is the substance of things hoped for. Faith makes hope physical, faith 
reveals hope. In other words, faith follows up after hope. First you have hope, and after you 
have hope, faith then comes making that hope physical. To make you see how serious even 
this issue is, read the scripture below. 


Hebrews 11:1 But without faith it is impossible to please him: for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 


Paul says without faith we can't please God. Let's hear what Habakkuk says. 


Habakkuk 2:4 Behold, his soul which is lifted up is not upright in him: but the just shall 
live by his faith. 


Habakkuk says the righteousness will live by faith. You live by faith and please God through 
faith. Yet hope is the foundation of faith. Hope comes first before faith. So you have to have 
hope always, you have to stay positive always. 


Moving on. Since we have hope, that means we do not believe in any negative thing. That 
means we believe we will always succeed. That means in all things we believe he is working 
for our good no matter how bad life turns out for us. If we have to remain in hope always, that 
means we have to rejoice in all circumstances. That's keeping hope alive. Let's return to 
Habakkuk again. 


Habakkuk 3:17-18 Although the fig tree shall not blossom, neither shall fruit be in the 
vines; the labour of the olive shall fail, and the fields shall yield no meat; the flock shall 
be cut off from the fold, and there shall be no herd in the stalls: Yet I will rejoice in the 
LORD, I will joy in the God of my salvation. 


Here is says, even if we loose all things and things do not go as according to plan, we still 
will rejoice. Why is it like so, because they have to have hope as they wait to patiently receive, 
and that means they have to stay positive and that means they have rejoice then at all times. 
Even Paul said it. 


Philippians 4:4 Rejoice in the Lord always: and again I say, Rejoice. 


Your joy has to remain despite the situations. You have to stay positive, despite what's 
happening around you. That's how it's supposed to be like. Stay positive and happy. Despite 
the circumstances. Have faith always, keep believing always. Stay positive and happy. 
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Why is this important. This is why. Let's read this Scripture. 


Matthew 9:28-29 “And when he was come into the house, the blind men came to him: 
and Jesus saith unto them, Believe ye that I am able to do this? They said unto him, 
Yea, Lord. Then touched he their eyes, saying, According to your faith be it unto you.” 


Jesus first asked and said do you believe that it can be done. Why, because that belief made 
the miracle possible. Same for you, having such a kind of mentality, creating such a space 
makes it able for Jesus to operate. It attracts God to you. It attracts favour to you. It draws 
God closer to you. Be positive, heaven will come to you. 


Let me finish by saying this. 


1 John 2:28 “And now, little children, abide in him; that, when he shall appear, we may 
have confidence, and not be ashamed before him at his coming.” 


Above everything, we have to abide in Him. We have to stay in Him. No matter what 
happens, we mustn't be taken away from Him. Jesus says abide in me and I will abide in you. 


John 15:4 “Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except it 
abide in the vine; no more can ye, except ye abide in me.” 


Acts 7:59 “And they stoned Stephen, calling upon God, and saying, Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit.” 

Abide in Him till death. Here is an example of a man who did that, Stephen. 
Acts 7:58-60 And cast him out of the city, and stoned him: and the witnesses laid down 
their clothes at a young man's feet, whose name was Saul. And they stoned Stephen, 
calling upon God, and saying, Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. And he kneeled down, and 


cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this sin to their charge. And when he had said this, 
he fell asleep. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY) 
JESUS HEALS 


“And Jesus went about all Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, 
and preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and healing all manner of 
sickness and all manner of disease among the people. And his fame 
went throughout all Syria: and they brought unto him all sick people 
that were taken with divers diseases and torments, and those which 

were possessed with devils, and those which were lunatick, and 

those that had the palsy; and he healed them.” Matthew 4:23-24 


Is any amongst you sick? Don't loose hope. Jesus heals. He healed all their sickness in the 
Scripture above. He is still the same yesterday and forever. He will heal you too. Just believe 
Him. There is no other way except Jesus. There is no place for your healing besides Christ. 
Wait on Him, keep waiting on him. He will eventually come through. Be reminded today that 
Jesus heals and he still heals. 


Mark 10:47-50 “And when he heard that it was Jesus of Nazareth, he began to cry out, 
and say, Jesus, thou Son of David, have mercy on me. And many charged him that he 
should hold his peace: but he cried the more a great deal, Thou Son of David, have 
mercy on me. And Jesus stood still, and commanded him to be called. And they call the 
blind man, saying unto him, Be of good comfort, rise; he calleth thee. And he, casting 
away his garment, rose, and came to Jesus.” 


Batmius kept calling Jesus. He didn't mind those who silenced Him until Christ heard him. 
Keep calling the lord. Don't mind those who silence you. He has your healing, he has your 
miracle, keep calling on Him. He will answer. He will heal you.

THE ART OF WAITING 


“Now unto him that is able to do exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think, according to the power that worketh in us,” 
Ephesians 3:20 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Paul says now unto the Lord who is able to do exceeding abundantly. What does that 
mean? First, what is abundance and how do you define it. When you say this person has 
abundant wealth, what would that mean. It might be meaning 500 cars in your possession, 
10 billion US dollars in your pocket, or owning 100 000 thousand houses, depending on the 
extend you define abundance. Whatever your definition of abundance is and how big it is, 
Paul says now unto Him who is able to do exceeding abundantly. That means God is able to 
do exceeding that level or definition you have put of what abundance is. He is able to do 
exceeding abundantly. He goes beyond the definition of abundant. Do you believe that? 


It says above all that we ask or think. What do you ask from God. When you prayed today, 
what were you asking from God. Was it a job, a degree, a wife? It says God is able to do above 
what you ask. Even above your imagination. The movies you create in your head, the 
abnormal reality you think of, the dreams you want to come true. God is able to do beyond 
that. 


The next question is, how does God manage to do that. It says according to the power that 
worketh in us. So the power is already working even right now in us. That means the power 
is already available. God is always ready to deliver. His power is always ready to give birth 
our imaginations into reality, do how do we bring these great and mighty things into reality. 
Let's see the method God provided for us. 


Jeremiah 33:3 “Call unto me, and I will answer thee, and shew thee great and mighty 
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In Jeremiah God says call upon me and | will answer, and | will show you great and mighty 
things. What a God we serve! That means the secret is in calling. If we want the great and 
mighty things that exceed abundantly, far beyond our imaginations to happen, we simply call 
unto Him and ask. 


The huge issue then starts here. Why is it that when we call, sometimes it doesn't happen. 
Does that mean God has failed to deliver, definitely no! He is the One who created the heavens 
and the earth, created mankind and every star in the sky. He put the sun in place. Let's hear 
what he says in Job. The verses below are important. The first one shows us God's ultimate 
power and the second one shows us that He is still in control. 


Job 38:4, 41 “Where wast thou when I laid the foundations of the earth? declare, if thou 
hast understanding. Who provideth for the raven his food? when his young ones cry unto 
God, they wander for lack of meat.” 


He says were you there when | laid the foundations of the earth. That means God laid up the 
foundation of everything we see. He is the one who put oceans into place and created trees 
and all nature and animals. The next verse | like it, it shows that God is still in control. It says 
who provides the birds with food. Raven are a type of birds. He says when their young ones 
cry due to hunger, God says | provide. That statement is in present tense because birds are 
still there and that means God still feeds them. Can't you see the beauty of our God. Jesus 
mentioned something again close to what God says about feeding the birds of the air. This is 
very powerful. He says, 


Matthew 6:26 " Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow not, neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns; yet your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye not much better than 
they?” 


Jesus says the birds in the air, they do not sow but God provides for them. That means God 
feeds every bird that flies in the sky. This is very powerful and important. And Jesus says are 
you not more important than them. That means our requests God prioritises and He has all 
the power to deliver and work above our imaginations. Note this point down. Very important, 
when you pray and not get answered, it's not a question of God's ability. His ability is beyond 
anyone’s comprehension. Jesus even said there is nothing difficult for God. 


Luke 18:27 And he said, The things which are impossible with men are possible with 
God. 


Jesus says the things which are impossible with man, with God it's possible. I want you to 
know that the reason you haven't received what want, it's not because God failed to deliver. 
It's not due to God's inability. I want you to see that. The book of Luke, | will reference from 
it again. It actually mentions that nothing is impossible with God twice. First was in Luke 1 
when the angels came. 


Luke 1:36-38 “And, behold, thy cousin Elisabeth, she hath also conceived a son in her 
old age: and this is the sixth month with her, who was called barren. For with God 
nothing shall be impossible. And Mary said, Behold the handmaid of the Lord; be it 
unto me according to thy word. And the angel departed from her.” 


I gave you the verse before and the verse after so you may get the full picture. In the verse 
before, the angel was telling Marry that even Elizabeth gave birth at an old age, something 


impossible. 
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Later in that verse, the angel was telling Marry that you will have a child without knowing 
a man. The angel in the verse in the middle said for nothing shall be impossible with God. 
What a reality. The things you think are impossible, with God it's not. Do you believe that. 


Let me go on to Say, the reason we haven't received is definitely due to our own side of the 
story which is at faulty because at God's side there can't be any fault. The problem we haven't 
received is definitely due to our side, not God's. Let's read a scripture, actually scriptures from 
the New Living Translation and New International Version. 


1. Numbers 23:19: "God is not a man, so he does not lie. He is not human, so he does not 
change his mind. Has he ever spoken and failed to act? Has he ever promised and not 
fulfilled it?" (NLT) 


2. 1 Samuel 15:29: "He who is the Glory of Israel does not lie or change his mind; for he 
is not a human being, that he should change his mind." (NIV) 


3. Psalm 145:17: "The Lord is righteous in all his ways and faithful in all he does." (NIV) 


This shows us God's perfection, that He is doesn't fail, He makes no mistake and perfect is 
He in all His ways. Another very important aspect, God is never late. The Lord is not slow to 
deliver. 


God is never early, He is never late. He is always right on time. 


God will not be early or late, He comes right on time. Simply because it hasn't happened 
doesn't mean that God has failed. Trust the timing of the Lord, it's always the perfect time. 


Given all this then, what are we supposed to do. We have to wait for God. The topic of the 
devotion is the art of patience. Since God doesn't fail and doesn't delay, train your heart to 
wait for God. Learn to wait for God. 


Don't be affected by the opinions of other people who surround you. Silence your ears to 
the opinions of others and learn to wait upon God. The Lord is not slow to deliver. This is the 
confidence that we have, that if we seek Him He won't forsake us. 


Psalms 121:1-2, 4-5, 7 “I will lift up mine eyes unto the hills, from whence cometh my 
help. My help cometh from the LORD, which made heaven and earth. Behold, he that 
keepeth Israel shall neither slumber nor sleep. The LORD is thy keeper: the LORD is thy 
shade upon thy right hand. The LORD shall preserve thee from all evil: he shall preserve 
thy soul.” 


The scripture above is very important. It's high time you realise that your help comes only 
from God who made heaven and earth. It doesn't come from all these other things. It doesn't 
come from your sugar daddy or whatever you think you get assistance from. Your career 
cannot sustain you better than God can. Look, He provides for the birds of the field. Will He 
fail you. All these things weren't designed to help you. God is your helper. 


You have to learn to lift your eyes to the hills where help comes from. God in Jeremiah said 
call upon me, it's lifting your eyes to the hills. Psalm 121 goes on to say the Lord is thy keeper, 
He neither slumbers or sleeps. It says He will preserve you from evil. 


Learn to wait upon the Lord. He will preserve you from evil, just learn to wait. There is 
nowhere else help comes from. Keep thinking it's from your career, when you will be fired you 


then will realise there is a God in heaven. 
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Don't be ignorant to the fact that God is your helper. I will say it, you need help from God. 
Alone you cannot make it. You think it's your family because they are still alive. When they 
are gone you will see that you need God. Nebuchadnezzar then looked up and realised there 
is a God in heaven. 


Daniel 4:33-34 The same hour was the thing fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and he 
was driven from men, and did eat grass as oxen, and his body was wet with the dew 
of heaven, till his hairs were grown like eagles feathers, and his nails like birds' claws. 
And at the end of the days I Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto heaven, and 
mine understanding returned unto me, and I blessed the most High, and I praised and 
honoured him that liveth for ever, whose dominion is an everlasting dominion, and his 
kingdom is from generation to generation: 


Don't be like Nebuchadnezzar, ignoring God. Learn to wait on God. There is a reward to 
waiting for God. The reward is below. 


Isaiah 40:31 "But they that wait upon the LORD shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they shall run, and not be weary; and they shall walk, 
and not faint." 
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VERSE OF THE DAY!) 
HE SEES YOUR THOUGHTS 


“Now the birth of Jesus Christ was on this wise: When as his mother Mary was espoused 
to Joseph, before they came together, she was found with child of the Holy Ghost. Then 
Joseph her husband, being a just man, and not willing to make her a publick example, 

was minded to put her away privily. But while he thought on these things, behold, the 
angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of David, fear 
not to take unto thee Mary thy wife: for that which is conceived in her is of the Holy 
Ghost.” Matthew 1:18-20 


In the Scripture above, Mary was engaged to Joseph. They were planning to have a wedding. Then Mary 
became pregnant. Joseph discovered that his fiance is pregnant. Whilst thinking in his mind, He planned 
to divorce Marty privately without making her a public disgrace. 


He just thought, the bible makes it clear that Joseph was thinking about this. That same night he had a 
dream, the angel of the Lord appeared to him. Notice this, God was responding not to something he 
prayed for or something he did, simply something he thought. God sees our thoughts. Our thoughts are 
not hidden from the Lord. He sees them. Be careful of what you think about. God replied to thought, 
imagine. David says Oh Lord you know my thoughts. 


Psalms 139:2 Thou knowest my downsitting and mine uprising, thou understandest my thought afar off. 


God sees them and the reason why He is distant is because our thoughts are evil. That's why Jesus said 
about adultery, if you think of it, not doing it, you would have committed a sin. It's simply because God 
reads and monitors our thoughts. 


Matthew 5:27-28 Ye have heard that it was said by them of old time, Thou shalt not commit adultery: 
But I say unto you, That whosoever looketh on a woman to lust after her hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart. 


It's a matter of thoughts. You do not become pure before God in prayer or in worship. It's starts in your 
thoughts.

THE EQUATION OF LIFE 


“I exhort therefore, that, first of all, supplications, prayers, 
intercessions, and giving of thanks, be made for all men; For 
kings, and for all that are in authority; that we may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness and honesty.” 1 Timothy 2:1-2 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Albert Einstein, the greatest thinker of all time came up with many equations and 
discoveries we use in the modern day. He discovered the equation of light and quantum 
physics. His goal was to die after creating an equation for life. He wanted to simplify life into 
a simple equation, into an equation like a + b = c. An equation like if you want to be successful, 
focus on education. Many people did that and still they are not successful. Similarly too, to 
create an equation for love. An equation that says if you want true love you have to do this. 
All their efforts were in vain, they died without creating such an equation. They concluded 
life has no equation because what works for you might not work for someone too; hence they 
concluded life is how you make it. That's how life is like, there is no one way to doing things. 


Is there really no equation for life, there is one. There is an equation of how to get things 
done in the bible. There is an equation of how to attract greatness, how to soar above all 
human limitations. It's a secret to living a success, peaceful, quiet and honest life. The 
equation is in the scripture displayed above. 


I will break down that verse into an equation that has inputs and outputs. It says there are 
things you have to do, if you do them, then there are outputs you get. What's the input, it says 
supplications, prayers, intercessions and giving of thanks be made. That's the input side. Let's 
check the output. It says that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godliness and 
honesty. 
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What's a quiet life, a life with no drama. A life with peace, where nothing is stolen from 
you. No bad news comes, you are in health and not in any conflict with your neighbours. 
That's a peaceable life. How do you do that, through prayer and supplications. Let's study 
Jesus. 


Mark 1:35 “And in the morning, rising up a great while before day, he went out, and 
departed into a solitary place, and there prayed.” 


Before his day started, he would pray. That was creating a peaceful and quiet day, full of 
honest and godliness. During the day he now would perform many miracles. I want you to 
see that prayer is where you create such an atmosphere. In prayer that's when you set your 
day. In prayer is where you avoid this other drama. Yes, your husband is a problem but wake 
up each morning and pray for each day that you experience peace in that day, that's how it 
works. 


If you study the bible, all great saints prayed. Daniel prayed 3 times a day. Thrice a day, 
how often do you pray on a day. Let me show you the scripture that said Daniel prayed 3 times 
a day. 


Daniel 6:10 “Now when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, he went into his 
house; and his windows being open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon 
his knees three times a day, and prayed, and gave thanks before his God, as he did 
aforetime.” 


Three times a day, Daniel would go on his knees and prayed and gave thanks to God. What 
was the need for that, here is the need, so you can have a peaceful and quiet and honest life 
in godliness. Can't you see that prayer is life on itself. Pray before doing anything. Before 
eating, pray. Before travelling, pray. Before going to work, pray. Before going to sleep, pray. 
After waking up pray. It's in prayer you create peace in your day. You can avoid a situation of 
failing your exam in prayer. You can avoid a situation of your phone getting lost in prayer. 
Look at Job, he prayed. Prayer is the equation of life. How often do you pray. 


Jesus knew that prayer is the equation and he said men ought to pray always. Before you 
go on a date, pray. Before you meet with friends pray. Before you drive pray. You never know 
what might happen next, but we prepare for all situations through prayer. 


Prayer is the key to a quiet and peaceful life, in all godliness. Let me explain the godliness 
part. We all want to be people of God. But our want or our need generally won't accomplish 
that. Paul said so that you may lead a life in all godliness and honesty. If you want to be a man 
of God, you accomplish that through prayer. You have to pray so that you may be able to live 
according to that standard. 


If you check, many people are failing to live according to their godly standard, why? The 
input is where the problem is, there are no supplications, prayers, intercessions being made. 


Don't be ashamed to pray. You set your day and allow what comes to you everyday through 
prayer so prayer has to be a daily thing. Daniel prayed thrice everyday. How often do you 
pray. That's why you have these so many problems, it's because you don't pray. How long is 
your prayer? 


Let's look at the last aspect, what does praying daily do. What effect did it have on Daniel? 
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Daniel 6:1-3 “It pleased Darius to set over the kingdom an hundred and twenty princes, 
which should be over the whole kingdom; And over these three presidents; of whom 
Daniel was first: that the princes might give accounts unto them, and the king should 
have no damage. Then this Daniel was preferred above the presidents and princes, 
because an excellent spirit was in him; and the king thought to set him over the whole 
realm.” 


If you read that Scripture, the King set 100 princes. Over the 100 princes he appointed 3 
presidents they should report to, and Daniel was the first to be preferred. It says because an 
excellent spirit was on him. The king wanted to make him reign over all the region. Look, it's 
very possible to break national and international barriers. Daniel came as an exile to this 
Babylon, He was a slave but see what's happening. There is no day Daniel skipped and did not 
pray. 3 times a day he prayed. He set his day in prayer. He prayed for peace and quiet for each 
day in prayer. And he asked God it be possible for him to live in godliness and honesty through 
prayer. Prayer is the key, prayer is all that you need. 


Today, personally, | choose to be like Daniel. This sermon has been on my heart for the past 
3 days God showing me that prayer is the equation of life. God was showing me that we live 
through prayer, you can stop the bad sales in your business through prayer. You can achieve 
so much only through prayer. Pray at least 3 times a day, and each time make sure it's more 
than 5 mins. Pray, prayer works. God answers prayer. 


I wish we all could be like Elijah. Elijah didn't give up on prayer. The king had requested 
for rain in Israel and Elijah had no any other way. He prayed. He would pray and say go and 
check if the could is there now. And there was nothing and he kept praying and checking for 
6 times. The seventh time, a small cloud appeared from a certain direction. Imagine, a small 
cloud and Elijah said the rain is in that cloud. He believed it. Elijah wasn't willing to stop until 
something happened because he knew in prayer was his only way. Are you willing to stop? 
Don't stop and don't give up on prayer. 


I don't know about you but for me | will pray everyday like Daniel and keep praying until 
something happens like Elijah. He didn't mind the 6 times he failed but in the fullness of time 
the answer came when he was in prayer. We prepare for situations through prayer. You can 
avoid your money being stolen or you being robbed with just how consistent you are in prayer. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY)

“But as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons of

You received Christ. Unto you is the power to be a child of God. You believe in Him, so you are a son of God. 
You are part of God's own family, you belong to the family of Kings. Jesus then says, 


Luke 10:19 Behold, I give unto you power to tread on serpents and scorpions, and over all the power 
of the enemy: and nothing shall by any means hurt you. 


Christ gave unto us power over all the works of the enemy. We are victors in Christ. Don't be afraid of 
anything. Yours is the victory in Jesus name. Let's read another scripture. 


Romans 5:1 Therefore being justified by faith, we have peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ: 


You have peace with God. You are His child. Nothing can come near you, in Jesus' name. Sleep peacefully. 
Work in peace. Know that the father protects you always. Nothing can come near you because you have peace 
with God. 


Psalms 91:4-5, 7, 11 He shall cover thee with his feathers, and under his wings shalt thou trust: his 
truth shall be thy shield and buckler. Thou shalt not be afraid for the terror by night; nor for the arrow 
that flieth by day; A thousand shall fall at thy side, and ten thousand at thy right hand; but it shall 
not come nigh thee. For he shall give his angels charge over thee, to keep thee in all thy ways. 


You are covered by the feathers of God, so don't be afraid of the terror by night. No matter what falls besides 
you, you will only hear stories of the devil trying to attack you. Nothing will come near you. God has given 
His angels charge over you. Do not be afraid, the Father loves you. He protects you. You are safe in Him. 


Psalms 121:5, 7 The LORD is thy keeper: the LORD is thy shade upon thy right hand. The 
LORD shall preserve thee from all evil: he shall preserve thy soul. 


The Lord is your keeper. He protects you from all evil. Don't worry, you are shielded by God.

From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Why do people commit suicide? Why are people depressed? Why do people worry so 
much? Why do people want to get successful in life? Why is everyone busy? Why are there so 
many churches today? Churches are now many due to different doctrines people believe in, 
which is a result of a slight difference in scripture interpretation? Why is it like that? 


It's because people are looking for the true meaning of life. People are looking for what they 
can call the true knowledge. In short, people are looking for truth? Where can we find truth? 
Where can we find truth about all areas of life? Truth about life, truth about marriage, truth 
about death and the afterlife. Truth about money and how to escape the problems of the 
world? There is a man full of truth. 


John 1:14, 17 “And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his 
glory, the glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth. For the 
law was given by Moses, but grace and truth came by Jesus Christ.” 


John says Jesus came, He came with grace and truth. Congratulations to earth, truth has 
arrived. Truth has entered the world, we now know what is right and what it correct. John 
says we beheld his nature, full of grace and truth. That means the truth resides in Jesus. Are 
you hearing this, truth resides in Jesus Christ. In Christ is the truth. What we have to know 
about life, what we have to know about sexuality (homosexuals, gays, lesbians), what we have 
to know about money. We find that truth in Jesus. John says Jesus was full of truth. He was 
full of truth that He is the truth Himself. 


John 14:6 Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me. 
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Jesus says | am the truth. He says | am that which you require to know. He says | am the 
truth, He is full of truth. He is the physical version of truth. The correct answers we need are 
in Him. That means | don't have to have confusion anymore of what the true religion and 
doctrine is, just focus on Jesus, He is the truth. Focus on Christ, He is the truth. Jesus is the 
truth revealed to us. My question is, how much do you know about Jesus? Since Jesus says | 
am the truth, | will remove Jesus and put truth. How much do you know about the truth, how 
much do you know about Christ? 


John 17:17 Sanctify them through thy truth: thy word is truth. 


My favourite verse. Jesus says sanctify them by the truth. What is to sanctify? Definition - 
it is to make holy; to consecrate. Set aside for sacred use. We are sanctified by the truth. The 
truth makes us holy. It purifies us. It renews us and gives us a new line of truth. You are still 
thinking about suicide because you haven't been sanctified by the truth. You are still thinking 
you a failure and you are a mistake because you haven't been sanctified by the truth, Jesus. 


Jesus goes on to say thy word is truth. The word of God is truth. Jesus says | am truth. So 
Jesus is the word of God. Since Jesus says | am truth, and in John it says the Word of God is 
truth, so Jesus is also the word. Here is a scripture to prove that. 


Revelation 19:13 And he was clothed with a vesture dipped in blood: and his name is 
called The Word of God. 


That verse says Jesus is the Word of God. Let me move on to this part, that says you have 
to belong to the truth. Ladies and gentlemen, we cannot live without the truth. We cannot 
survive without it. You cannot live in confusion. 


John 18:37 Pilate therefore said unto him, Art thou a king then? Jesus answered, Thou 
sayest that Iam a king. To this end was I born, and for this cause came I into the world, 
that I should bear witness unto the truth. Every one that is of the truth heareth my voice. 


Jesus says | came to into the world to bear witness to the truth. He goes on to say that 
everyone who is of the truth hears my voice. Do you belong to the truth, do you hear His voice. 
Do you accept the teachings and doctrines of Christ. Do you live by them. Jesus says | bear 
witness unto the truth, He is the truth and those who belong to the truth listen to him. 


In the Scripture above, Pilate goes on to ask, what is the truth? 


John 18:38 Pilate saith unto him, What is truth? And when he had said this, he went out 
again unto the Jews, and saith unto them, I find in him no fault at all. 


I have already defined for you. Jesus is the truth. The word of God is truth. You have to 
belong to this truth. To belong to the truth is to accept it. It's to embrace it. It's to acknowledge 
that it's the only truth. Jesus is the only truth, his words are the only truth. Apart from him, 
there is no truth. Satan is called a liar because the truth doesn't reside in Him. 


John 8:44 Ye are of your father the devil, and the lusts of your father ye will do. He was 
a murderer from the beginning, and abode not in the truth, because there is no truth in 
him. When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own: for he is a liar, and the father of 
it. 
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It says Satan abode not in the truth. He didn't choose the truth. He chose something else that 
wasn't the truth. You have to abide in the truth. Jesus says | gave you the truth and you 
believed me not. 


John 8:45 And because I tell you the truth, ye believe me not. 


Jesus says | tell you the truth. The words of Christ are the truth. It's the truth to all things 
about life. Everything else doesn't work, make sure you accept and abide in the truth. Jesus 
says thy word is truth. Are you making an effort to live in the truth. Jesus says the truth will 
set you free. 


John 8:32, 36 And ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you free. If the Son 
therefore shall make you free, ye shall be free indeed. 


Jesus says the truth will set you free. The Scripture goes on to say if the Son sets you free, you 
shall be free in deed. Jesus will set you free from all things. Free from confusion, free from 
wrong biblical concepts, free in your mind, He will give you peace because He is the truth. He 
is the correct thing. He is the truth. 


Make a choice to belong to the truth, and the truth will abide in you. You won't fear if you 
know the truth. You won't be afraid. His words are truth. Jesus is full of truth. He came to 
reveal the truth. He is the truth. His word is truth. Belong to the truth 
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VERSE OF THE DAY! 
GLORY BELONGS TO GOD 


“At the end of twelve months he walked in the palace of the kingdom of 
Babylon. The king spake, and said, Is not this great Babylon, that I have built 
for the house of the kingdom by the might of my power, and for the honour of 

my majesty?” Daniel 4:29-30 


I used to wonder why there might be a big $50 million worthy church opposite a church with no roof. Why 
God is against most of the successful churches and gospel artists yet there are other man of God who exist we 
do not know yet God delights in them more than the ones who are always on our television. I discovered that 
it’s a matter of glory. God hates it when the glory is removed from Him and placed on us. God said its due to 
my ability and planning, but the moment we start driving fancy cars we are most likely to take the glory to 
ourselves. The glory for doing anything has to go back to God always; even for writing this book. 


In the scripture above, Nebuchadnezzar glorified himself and the next thing a voice came from heaven and 
told him he will be like an animal. For 7 years he was there until He recognized that the most High rules in 
the kingdom of men. Read Daniel 4: 28-37. Nebuchadnezzar then realized God lives forever. Make sure that 
the praise belongs to God. Do not take the praise to yourself for doing anything. Always recognize that its not 
by your might but by His strength. Never be in a position where you disregard God and His reign in the 
kingdom of men. Lets close with these two scriptures. 


Daniel 4:34-35 And at the end of the days I Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto heaven, and 
mine understanding returned unto me, and I blessed the most High, and I praised and honoured him 
that liveth for ever, whose dominion is an everlasting dominion, and his kingdom is from generation 
to generation: And all the inhabitants of the earth are reputed as nothing: and he doeth according to 
his will in the army of heaven, and among the inhabitants of the earth: and none can stay his hand, 
or say unto him, What doest thou? 


Psalm 115:1 Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto thy name give glory, for thy mercy, and for thy 
truth's sake.

IN SPIRIT AND IN TRUTH 


“For I say unto you, That except your righteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall 
in no case enter into the kingdom of heaven.” Matthew 5:20 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Jesus said unless your righteousness exceeds that of the Pharisees, you cannot enter the 
kingdom of heaven. Pharisees were well versed and deeply knew the scriptures. There were 
very religious but something was wrong with their righteousness. Let's see how it was like. 


Matthew 23:27 “Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye are like unto 
whited sepulchres, which indeed appear beautiful outward, but are within full of dead 
men's bones, and of all uncleanness.” 


Mark 7:5-6 “Then the Pharisees and scribes asked him, Why walk not thy disciples 
according to the tradition of the elders, but eat bread with unwashen hands? He 
answered and said unto them, Well hath Esaias prophesied of you hypocrites, as it is 
written, This people honoureth me with their lips, but their heart is far from me.” 


The Pharisees were hypocrites, they pretended to love God but Jesus says Isaiah spoke of 
you and said your hearts are far from me. Jesus said you are like graves, nicely displayed 
outside but inside you are full of dead bones. Here is another description Jesus gave regarding 
their spirituality. 


Matthew 23:25 Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye make clean the 
outside of the cup and of the platter, but within they are full of extortion and excess. 


The Pharisees pretended to be something they were not. They acted all righteous but we're 
not. Inside their hearts were far from God but outside they were known as men of God. 
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Jesus said unless your righteousness exceeds that of the Pharisees you cannot be part of 
God's kingdom. You have to mean your righteousness. 


Matthew 5:6, 10 Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after righteousness: for 
they shall be filled. Blessed are they which are persecuted for righteousness sake: for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 


You have to mean what you do. You have to be serious about your righteousness. Let it 
come from the heart and not just a public display. Hunger and thirsty after righteousness. 
It's better to be persecuted for righteousness sake. Hunger and thirsty after righteousness. 
Worship Him in spirit and truth, that's how you overcome the righteousness of the 
Pharisees, do it in spirit and truth. Mean it, then you exceed that of the Pharisees. 


John 4:23 But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true worshippers shall worship 
the Father in spirit and in truth: for the Father seeketh such to worship him. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY) 
HOW GREAT IS OUR GOD 


‘In the beginning God created the heaven and the earth.’ Genesis 1:1 7 


From that Scripture we can see that before there was the beginning, there was God. That means God did not 
begin when the beginning began; He began the beginning. Don’t lock God into the Bible, He exists beyond 
and before it. The beginning came out of Him. All things were made by Him, including time. He created time 
so He could create us in the time He created.

Yet 
God lives in us and He is always with us; so don’t be afraid of anything, you have God. 


Why are you always burdened that you have problems? Can God ever create a stone too heavy for Him to 
carry. The one who created you, you think He cant cure the cancer you have, when He formed every part of 
your body. God still reigns amongst men. He operates and is in control. The thinking of God is not like our 
thinking because He created our thinking. That means His thinking far outweighs our thinking. We can never 
understand the depth of His greatness, there is no way for us to measure. We don’t even have a way to 
properly define Him according to His power. What name do we refer to Him by? He said 1 am who that | am 
[Exodus 3:14-15] Specifically, it's written in ancient Hebrew as: 717° (YHWH)aAs people we then added vowels 
to it to make it YaHWeH (Yahweh) but that’s not what He said. He said 1 am YHWH. You cant even 
pronounce that, to be able to pronounce you wont be breathing as you say the word. We pronounce YHWH 
when we breathe, it’s the sound and the word our breathing makes. “YH” is a sound you make when you 
breathe in and “WH” when you breathe out. So the first thing you say when you wake up is His name, you say 
it all the time because you breathe always, even when you are asleep. So each time we breathe, we are saying 
His name. That’s who God said 1 am. God likened Himself to our breathe, | chose likened not equal because 
He surpasses our breathing and life.

THE KINGDOM OF GOD 


“ And he said unto them, I must preach the kingdom of 
God to other cities also: for therefore am I sent.” Luke 4:43 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Jesus expresses the reason why He came to earth. He clearly puts it in the plain, he directly 
tells us why He came in the verse above. He says | came to preach the kingdom of God. He 
goes on to say for therefore am | sent. 


Matthew 4:23 “And Jesus went about all Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and healing all manner of sickness and all 
manner of disease among the people.” 


Jesus was preaching the gospel of the kingdom of God. He said | must preach the gospel 
of the kingdom for this reason I came. Jesus coming to earth was to bring the kingdom of 
God unto us. The scripture below tells us. 


Mark 1:15 “And saying, The time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is at hand: repent 
ye, and believe the gospel.” 


Jesus said the kingdom of God is at hand. He said the kingdom of God had arrived. He 
says the kingdom is right here on earth. He says it's in our midst. 


Luke 17:20-21 “And when he was demanded of the Pharisees, when the kingdom of 
God should come, he answered them and said, The kingdom of God cometh not with 
observation: Neither shall they say, Lo here! or, lo there! for, behold, the kingdom of 
God is within you” 
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The Pharisees demanded from Jesus when the kingdom would come. Jesus says it doesn't 
come with observations, the kingdom is already within you. The kingdom is already in 
operation and it works on an individual basis. 


Jesus says | came to bring the kingdom of God to people. He walked around preaching the 
good news of the kingdom and He says for that reason I came. He goes on to say repent for 
the kingdom of God had arrived. He says the kingdom is in our midst, the kingdom of God is 
within you. The kingdom of God is a present day reality. 

Matthew 12:28 But if I cast out devils by the Spirit of God, then the kingdom of God is 
come unto you. 


Jesus said if 1 cast out devils then know that the kingdom has come unto you. Jesus cast 
out devils, so the kingdom is here. 


The children of God are the people of the kingdom of God. 


Matthew 13:38 The field is the world; the good seed are the children of the kingdom; 
but the tares are the children of the wicked one; 


The good seed are the children of the kingdom. Are you aware of this kingdom. Do you 
know what it is? Are you a good seed, do you belong to this kingdom Jesus brought. It is 
God’s good pleasure to give you the kingdom. Fear not! 


Luke 12:32 “Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom.”

For evil to then befall us it means God foresaw it and allowed it to happen, because He 
allowed it means He has a reason. We all know from the Bible that His reasons for us are 
nothing but only good, in Jeremiah He says | have good plans [Jeremiah 29:11]. We then 
can safely conclude that in all things He works for our good. In all the He works for our best 
outcome because the Lord has us at heart. He remains good all the time. Even if you just 
buried your child, God remains good all the time and His plans for us remains good and in 
all things He works for our good [Romans 8:28]. There is nothing He cant do, nothing is 
difficult for God, anything to happen is because He allowed it and we know the reason is a 
good reason.

From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Joshua 1:9 Have not I commanded thee? Be strong and of a good courage; be not 
afraid, neither be thou dismayed: for the LORD thy God is with thee whithersoever 
thou goest. 


God says have | not commanded thee. He is not begging you to be strong, he is not giving 
you a choice whether you choose to be strong and if you do not want to you become weak. 
He is not asking you to be strong because if someone asks you either say yes or no. God is 
saying | have commanded you to be strong. You have to first understand the nature of a 
command. 


A command is an instruction, it's an order you ought to follow whether you like it or not. 
God says | have given you an instruction, | have given you an order that you do not have to 
be afraid. So you have to be strong, no matter what you are facing, you have to be strong. 
Stand with confidence and boldness because God has commanded you to be strong. He says 
be strong and courageous. You have to gather your confidence and stand against whatever 
you are facing right now. 


The verse goes on to say do not be dismayed. To be dismayed is to completely loose 
courage. To be dismayed is to loose hope. It's to give up. No matter what you are facing, God 
is saying I am giving you this command that you mustn't lose heart, that you should not be 
dismayed. You should not give up. Do not loose heart. 


The last thing God says is, the Lord is with thee no matter where thou goest. He says | am 


with you no matter what you are going through. God will not leave you. Know that God ic 
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This is the Word of the Lord to you now, He says | have given you a command that you 
have to be strong and courageous. God also says do not loose hope. He says because | am 
with you no matter what you go through. God is with you. 


Recall the Verse of the Day that said God is our Sun and Shield. Therefore darkness 
cannot come near us because we have the Light [Jesus] that comes from the Sun [God]. 
Remember that God is your shield, so do not be dismayed. God says | fight your battles and 
He says | will deliver you. Do not be dismayed, the one who created everything is with you 
through whatever you are facing right now. 


Be strong and courageous! 


2 Chronicles 20:15 And he said, Hearken ye, all Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and thou king Jehoshaphat, Thus saith the LORD unto you, Be not afraid nor dismayed 
by reason of this great multitude; for the battle is not yours, but God's. 


God says the battle is not yours, He says the battle is of the Lord. Don't worry, God will 
fight for you. God says do not be afraid because it's a great multitude against you. God says | 
will fight for you. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY!

“And I will harden Pharaoh's heart, that he shall follow after them; and I will be honoured upon Pharaoh, 
and upon all his host; that the Egyptians may know that I am the Lord. And they did so. And the Lord 
hardened the heart of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he pursued after the children of Israel: and the children of 
Israel went out with an high hand. And when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children of Israel lifted up their eyes, 
and, behold, the Egyptians marched after them; and they were sore afraid: and the children of Israel cried 
out unto the Lord. And they said unto Moses, Because there were no graves in Egypt, hast thou taken us 
away to die in the wilderness? wherefore hast thou dealt thus with us, to carry us forth out of Egypt? Is not 
this the word that we did tell thee in Egypt, saying, Let us alone, that we may serve the Egyptians? For it had 
been better for us to serve the Eqyptians, than that we should die in the wilderness.”

This scripture revealed that it was God’s idea and intention for Pharaoh to pursue the Egyptians. Pharaoh 
would never had thought about it in the first place, it was God who caused Pharaoh to pursue. Inasmuch as 
we cry with our problems like the Israelites did, do we stop for a moment and think if it wasn’t God who 
intentionally created them for us. He did that with the Israelites. He created your problems too for without 
Him nothing that exists[is created] will exists [John 1:3]. Your problems wouldn’t exist if it were not for Him. 


Why is this important? Before we cry before the Lord we first have to know that God created everything 
and He is in control. Nothing happens without the Lord’s knowledge, God isn’t caught by surprises. For 
anything to happen its because He allows it. Allowing it is authorizing it, its giving it a go-ahead to happen. 
The same thing happened to Job, God allowed it. Whatever you are facing, God allowed it. 


Since He allowed it, that means He has far so much power to resolve that. The Israelites were put in a 
position that they couldn’t help themselves unless God acts. God is far much more able to resolve our 
problems. Your problem is poverty yet God says the silver and gold | created, they are just stones to Him. 
There are far much more precious stones in heaven than the gold we have here. If God allows it to happen 
that means its His will for you, His will is His intention and plan. We live under His will, being born again is 
being born into His will. Everything is less than God yet God says | now live in you and He also said never 
will 1 leave you or forsake you[Hebrews 13:5]. He said the battle is mine, why? Its because He creates the 
battles Himself, no battle occurs without Him allowing it. If you carefully think about this, you will be 
bothered less by your problems and give more time to worship and praise. Jesus confirmed and said nothing 
shall by any means harm you. Build your faith upon these principles, why do you have less faith?

From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Have you ever seen a father whose son looks like him. He is a proud father, He knows this 
son is mine. There is no way this child can belong to anyone else simply because he looks like 
the father. There is a joy, there is a happiness to the father of having a son in the likeness of 
the father. God is also a proud father, He created us in His own image, after his likeness. It 
pleased Him to have us as His creation in his own image. 


Genesis 1:31 And God saw every thing that he had made, and, behold, it was very 
good. And the evening and the morning were the sixth day. 


The scripture says and God looked down from heaven to see everything He had created 
and behold He was pleased. Here is a proud father, successfully creating his children who 
look like him, in his image, after his likeness. God is proud to have you, He is pleased to see 
you. He made you in His likeness. Let's see a scripture that says this image of God we carry, 
is beautiful. 


Psalms 139:14 I will praise thee; for I am fearfully and wonderfully made: marvellous 
are thy works; and that my soul knoweth right well. 
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David says | am fearfully and wonderfully made. He understood that the image | carry is 
of God. Don't be ashamed of how you look, you carry the father's image. The world has 
introduced it's definitions of beauty editing the image God has created and calling some 
forms of it ugly. Don't fall to that, God made you in his image. You are fearfully and 
wonderfully made. 


The image of God doesn't end at appearance, it stretches to abilities, roles, responsibilities, 
capabilities and functions. If we read in Genesis, after creating them in His image, he gave 
them dominion. That means there are certain characteristics and duties that come simply 
from having His image. God has dominion, He controls the earth and after creating man He 
said they must have dominion. It's a connection to the image. Hence us having dominion 
completes our image. 


Being like God, carrying a character like His and operating and functioning like Him 
completes the image that we have. It says the new man is being transformed into the image 
of God. It's being renewed after the likeness of God. 


Colossians 3:10 And have clothed yourselves with the new [spiritual self], which is 
[ever in the process of being] renewed and remolded into [fuller and more perfect 
knowledge upon] knowledge after the image (the likeness) of Him Who created it. 


Everyday we are being transformed to be like Him. Everyday we are being renewed after 
His likeness. We carry His image, we look like Him. Let us be imitators of God and function 
in this image. Let's make efforts to live like God. Let's not be ashamed of the image, it's who 
we are and let's make all efforts to be renewed to the image.

Its better to trust such a person and follow His 
lead. 


There are turns in your road, 
mountain tops where you have a wonderful view. There are very dark valleys where its cold and terrifying and 
very scary. There is a unique journey all for you. Its all decided by the same Love which loved you in the first 
place and created everything. Don’t complain about the road He is leading you down because its exactly the 
same road designed by Him to bring you safely to heaven. Stay under His will. Its not like you activate the will 
of God in your life, the moment you give life to Christ His will starts working in You. Since that day till now, 
He has been effective in choosing all your decisions, and He still does till now.

From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


If you study the nature of kingdoms, you will see that you never go and visit a king empty- 
handed. You bring gifts and offerings each time when you are in the presence of a king. The 
same applies to the kingdom of God, each time we come in his presence to worship, we have 
to bring an offering and a gift to the King of life. David explains it in the scripture above. 


David says give unto the Lord glory due to his name. That's worship. He goes on to say 
bring an offering and come into his courts. Each time you are before the Lord, besides the 
worship you are to give Him, you have to have an offering with you that goes alongside your 
worship. Here is a perfect example. 


Matthew 2:11 And when they were come into the house, they saw the young child with 
Mary his mother, and fell down, and worshipped him: and when they had opened their 
treasures, they presented unto him gifts; gold, and frankincense, and myrrh. 


The wise men from the East, when they came to see Jesus, they bowed down and worshiped 
him. Then they presented their treasures and opened unto him gifts. You do not go to worship 
empty-handed. What have you in your hand as a gift to the king. You bring an offering each 
time you are to worship God. 


We have separated giving gifts and worship. Now we need to understand what worship 


really is to the extent that we have to bring our offerings each time we worship. pares 


The following are definitions for worship. 


Worship is the acknowledgement of God as Creator, Source and Sustainer of all things and 
the expression of honour, gratitude, appreciation, thanks, reverence, respect and humility in 
response to this knowledge. 


It's understanding that all things came from God. The shoes you are wearing came from a 
cow He made. The clothes came from sheep's wool that he made. The thread holding the suit 
together is His. The flesh wearing the suit, is His. God made it. Your bones too are His. 
Worship is realising this. From the wise men, their worship was to acknowledge that Jesus is 
Lord, that He is king. That's worship. 


In a kingdom, the king owns everything. Even the food you eat. When you eat, understand 
that it came from God. When you eat, you pray and say thank you Lord, that is recognising 
that it came from God, which is worship. Worship is recognising God as the source, sustainer 
and owner of all things. Everything you have is His. Worship is giving God credit for 
everything. It's to ascribe to Him. He made everything. The phone you have, the materials 
came from metal, metal which came from minerals he made. The lotion you used came from 
natural oils he made. Worship is recognising God as the owner and sustainer and source and 
king and controller and ruler and governor of all things. 


Now that you understand what worship is, hence you have to bring a sacrifice each time 
you worship because you are coming back to the source. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY! 


JESUS’ SOLUTION TO POVERTY 


“ The blind receive their sight, and the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead are raised up, and the poor 
have the gospel preached to them. ” Matthew 11:5 


We all know that Jesus loves us all and somewhere somehow he has a solution to poverty. When he came 
to the earth, he didn’t bring gold portions to every poor person to make them rich, so what’s his solution to 
poverty? When asked by John, he replied and said tell them that the gospel is preached to the poor. His 
solution to poverty is the gospel. What is the gospel according to the bible, other versions say the good news 
about the kingdom, that’s his solution to poverty. 


Let me show you how this solution to poverty runs deep, its Isaiah first we prophesied and said the good 
news will be preached to the poor[Isaiah 61:1-2], so according to Jesus, what He gave to the poor were the 
good news. Lets now understand how the good news is a solution to poverty, very simple. What is the good 
news about the kingdom of God, it tells us too about staying under God’s will. God will is a place and state 
where God intends us to be. Poverty and wealth can be those states, so He decides what you have and what 
you lack and He has His reasons for it. Jesus is saying as solution to your poverty, seek first the kingdom, 
that’s His reign and governance over you; then don’t worry about what happens next, He will take you where 
He wants. If you are under His will, know that what comes to you next is because He allowed it to happen. 


The will of God is something dynamic and not stationery. Dynamic means its subject to change and not 
permanent. Read Matthew 2:13-23; time after time they would be told what to do. That’s changing. Look at 
David’s life, he would go through many seasons, struggling and having abundance, the same for you; one 
time you have abundance another time you lack. Its because His will is dynamic. 


To the poor as solution to poverty Jesus said seek to be in the kingdom, you become under His will and 
whatever happens or follows next is what He wills. Jesus was hungry sometimes, remember He cursed a tree 
due to hunger, one time He said 1 have nowhere to sleep[Matthew 8:20]; but He was under His will. This 
applies to the rich too, to Nicodemus[wealthy man] He said to see the kingdom first be born again. With your 
wealth, make sure you are under His will and kingdom and at a place with things God wants you to have.

KEEP YOUR DISTANCE 


“Now while he was in Jerusalem at the Passover Festival, many people saw 
the signs he was performing and believed in his name. But Jesus would not 
entrust himself to them, for he knew all people. He did not need any 
testimony about mankind, for he knew what was in each person.” 
John 2:23-25 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


Be private. Keep your distance from toxic people. Watch who is in your companion. Guard 
yourself from certain opinions of certain people. Learn to stand on what you believe. Learn to 
say no to certain people. 


It's not everyone you need to tell about what's going on in your life. It's not everyone you 
have to give an update to. Keep your big plan to yourself. Be silent about it, because people 
will discourage you. Stay positive and away from negative atmospheres. You don't need 
anyone to first believe in you so you can do something. Only believe in yourself, that's enough. 


You don't need to prove to anyone that you can do it. You don't need to trust anyone with 
your life. By trusting | mean to rely on someone, become completely dependent to the extend 
that anything they say harms you. You don't need to give anyone such a seat in your life. Let's 
see how Jesus did it. Read the scripture above. 


Jesus didn't entrust him to all men because He knew them all. Some men are wicked. Love 
them but do not entrust yourself to them. Jesus knew what's already in their hearts, so He 
didn't entrust himself to them. Even though he chose the disciples and was with them always, 
there are times he would leave them and go to a solitary place to do his business alone. 


Mark 1:35 Very early in the morning, while it was still dark, Jesus got up, left the 
house and went off to a solitary place, where he prayed. 
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Sometimes you need to leave people and their opinions and proceed to a solitary place alone. 
Don't put your confidence in man too much. Do this instead. 


Proverbs 3:26 For the LORD shall be thy confidence, and shall keep thy foot from being 
taken. 


Let the Lord be your confidence and not men. 


John 2, our main scripture. Other versions say Jesus didn't trust any men with his life for he 
knew then inside and out. He knew how untrustworthy they were. He called the disciples, 
loved them and washed their feet but still kept that distance in his heart for he didn't trust 
any man. It says he didn't need help in seeing through them, he knew already what was in 
each man's heart. 


Why do you have the audacity to trust and rely on humans. Be independent, keep that safe 
distance and watch what you say to people and to your friends. You can't go around emptying 
yourself to the world, tomorrow you will cry. Jesus didn't entrust himself to any man. He 
could see through them, and sometimes he would advance alone . 


You are perfect, God is so proud of you. You have God's backing and support. Do your big 
plan, God already saw it successful. Don't go about asking everyone's opinion, you will be 
discouraged. Believe in yourself and in your ability, that's enough and keep going. Don't 
mind what they say. Like Batimius, focus on Jesus.

The 
bible does not tell you which cellphone type to buy, the bible doesn’t tell you which orange 
juice to drink, they are ten thousand decisions you must make that are not explicitly 
addressed in the bible. So what must we do? 


If you want to obey the will of command, you must have a renewed mind. Be transformed by 
the renewal of your mind that you might prove what to eat, cars to drive, missions to go on, 
lifestyles to choose from, friendships to cultivate, friendships to have and not to have. Ten 
thousand decisions not written in the bible yet informed by all the teaching of the bible into 
the new mind so that you think with the mind of Christ and assess things the way Christ 
would assess them so the decisions that are made are really flowing from the revealed will of 
God in the bible as it transforms your mind. 


The bible is the revealed will of God. Reading the bible you are reading the will of God. 
Doing the bible, you are doing the will of God. Understanding the bible you are 
understanding the will of God. You must understand the will of God and be where God 
wants you to be, one way to achieve that is through a renewed mind.

But when he 
heard that Archelaus did reign in Judaea in the room of his father Herod, he was afraid 
to go thither: notwithstanding, being warned of God in a dream, he turned aside into 
the parts of Galilee:” Matthew 2:13, 19-20, 22 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


From Jesus birth, they went to Egypt. From Egypt to Galilee. When John baptised Jesus, 
Jesus was living in Galilee. 


Matthew 3:13 Then cometh Jesus from Galilee to Jordan unto John, to be baptized of 
him. 


The point | want you to see is that for Joseph and Marry to go to Egypt, it wasn't their idea, 
it was God's idea. For them to return from Egypt, it still wasn't their idea. It was God's idea, 
God decided where next they would go, not themselves. That's the same with our lives, God 
decides what next we will do, where we would be and what we would be doing. It's part of 
staying in the kingdom. 


In a kingdom, the king is the ruler. The king owns everything in a kingdom. Including the 
citizens, they are owned by the king. Everything any citizen has is said to be owned by the 
king and whatever possession any citizen has is said to be a privilege he/she has been given 
by the king. 


The same with the kingdom of God. We are in the kingdom of God, it's a present day reality. 
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Luke 17:20-21 “ And when he was demanded of the Pharisees, when the kingdom of 
God should come, he answered them and said, The kingdom of God cometh not with 
observation: Neither shall they say, Lo here! or, lo there! for, behold, the kingdom of 
God is within you.” 


The kingdom of God is in operation now and we are part of it. The kingdom of God is an 
expansion of the kingdom of heaven. The kingdom of heaven is in heaven but Jesus says the 
kingdom of God is already in you meaning it's the expansion of kingdom of heaven and it's in 
us. The Pharisees expected the kingdom of God to descend with military and marching army 
and soldiers. Jesus says the kingdom of God is already here and in us. Just like any kingdom 
where the king owns everything, the same for the kingdom of God. God is the king and the 
king own everything. Your body is owned by God. The clothes you are wearing are from a 
wool and wool came from a sheep he made. The belt and shoes you are wearing came from 
leather, leather came from animal skin, animal skin He made. The car you have was made 
from metals, metals that came from minerals he made, minerals like iron, which is mined as 
iron ore. Everything you have is owned by the king, same for every kingdom. That's the 
kingdom concept that applies for all kingdoms. 


In a kingdom, there are no citizen rights. Everything is owned by the king, even citizens 
themselves and everything they have. The king has the final and overall say in all things. As 
citizens you are dependant fully on the king. 


In a kingdom, citizens are dependant on the king. Dependant means they are not 
independent from the king. That means it is the will of the king that prevails over the will of 
citizens. In other words, the will of the king is the one exercised over the will of the citizens. 
As a citizen, you do the will of the king over your own will. That's what dependence means. 
The will of the king is the one that prevails. Kingdoms have a dictatorship nature. 


Why am | giving you this background, | am explaining for you how kingdoms function. The 
kingdom of God is also like any kingdom with the same kingdom characteristics. The same 
applies in God's kingdom. Let me first show you a scripture that shows that being born into 
the kingdom of God, you are entering into the will of God. 


John 1:12-13 “But as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe on his name: Which were born, not of blood, nor of 
the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God.” 


John says those who receive Christ become sons of God. For sons of God, it says they are 
born from the will of God. That is the will of the king, remember God is the king in the 
kingdom of God. For everyone in the kingdom, the will of the king is what you have to do. It 
prevails over your own personal will. 


John 4:34 Jesus saith unto them, My meat is to do the will of him that sent me, 
and to finish his work. 


John 5:30 I can of mine own self do nothing: as I hear, I judge: and my judgment is just; 
because I seek not mine own will, but the will of the Father which hath sent me. 


Jesus says my meat is to do the will of the one who sent me. In the following verse He says 
1 can do nothing. He says | seek not my own will but the will of the One who sent me. Jesus 
understood how kingdoms operate because He was from the kingdom of heaven. In a 
kingdom, the will of the King prevails over the will of the citizen. 
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The context of the story was that, the Israelites when they were leaving Egypt, God made 
it clear that we are going to Canaan. 


Exodus 3:8 And Iam come down to deliver them out of the hand of the Egyptians, and 
to bring them up out of that land unto a good land and a large, unto a land flowing 
with milk and honey; unto the place of the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the Jebusites. 


As they were traveling, during their journey, some families decided that we want to settle 
at this land, it seems better than the land God promised. They said it's perfect for our 
animals. 


Numbers 32:2, 5 The children of Gad and the children of Reuben came and spake unto 
Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, and unto the princes of the congregation, saying, 
Wherefore, said they, if we have found grace in thy sight, let this land be given unto 
thy servants for a possession, and bring us not over Jordan. 


God made it clear where they were taking them. What are these families saying, they are 
choosing their own will over the will of the king. They are choosing their own place different 
from the place God had instructed. God gave them what they requested. 


Numbers 32:33 And Moses gave unto them, even to the children of Gad, and to the 
children of Reuben, and unto half the tribe of Manasseh the son of Joseph, the kingdom 
of Sihon king of the Amorites, and the kingdom of Og king of Bashan, the land, with 
the cities thereof in the coasts, even the cities of the country round about. 


After they were given what they requested, let's see what happened next. 


Psalms 106:14-15 But lusted exceedingly in the wilderness, and tempted God in the 
desert. And he gave them their request; but sent leanness into their soul. 


After he gave them their request, God sent leanness or sickness to their spirits. He caused 
sickness in their spirits. That's the consequence of not going where the king wants. 


Going back to the opening Scripture, Joseph and Marry only went where the Lord wanted 
them to go. It's because we belong to a kingdom, the will of the king prevails over the will of 
the citizens, who are called subjects. That's how kingdoms operate, and how our father's 
kingdom likewise operate. It's the will of God over your own will. 


Where you will go, it's the king who decides. Going to Egypt was the King's decision, it 
was God's idea. Coming back to Galilee was God's idea again. Whether you go to UK or 
America or South Africa, it's not your decision. It's the king's decision. What job you will do, 
a teacher or a nurse. It's the king's choice not yours. The king decides all things. He dictates 
all things. It's His will over your own will. Let's see a scripture where Jesus chose the kings 
will over his own. 


Matthew 26:39 And he went a little farther, and fell on his face, and prayed, saying, O 
my Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not as I will, but as 
thou wilt. 


Jesus before being crucified, he didn't want to be crucified. He prayed against it. His will 
was so the cup could pass from Him. Even though he didn't want it, He says not as | will but 


as you will. 
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It's the king's will that prevails over your own personal will. Remember the sons of Reuben 
made themselves independent from the will of God, choosing not to submit under it and chose 
what they themselves preferred over Canaan God wanted, and God causes leanness in their 
spirits. 


This sermon won't be complete without us knowing how then may we know know what the 
king wants. When we come at certain instances in life, how do we know what the Lord wants 
and decides. 


Here is how we know. 


Matthew 1:18 Now the birth of Jesus Christ was on this wise: When as his mother Mary 
was espoused to Joseph, before they came together, she was found with child of the 
Holy Ghost. 


As Marry was growing up, she didn't know she would be the mother of Christ. Only when 
she was a fiance of Joseph did she because she become pregnant with Jesus. 


Matthew 2:13 And when they were departed, behold, the angel of the Lord appeareth 
to Joseph in a dream, saying, Arise, and take the young child and his mother, and flee 
into Egypt, and be thou there until I bring thee word: for Herod will seek the young child 
to destroy him. 


God didn't tell Joseph to depart only until Herod sought to destroy Jesus. What do these 
two scriptures show us, we see that God works with time. Like | always tell you, God is never 
early, He is not late. He is always on time. On the specific time will He reveal your next plan. 
They had to wait in Egypt until Herod died. God works with time. God is so accurate. You 
don't know yet the course you want to pursue at university because the time hasn't arrived 
yet. At the specific time, God will reveal His next plan. God is someone who has everything 
figured out, that's why trusting Him is always the best approach. He does his things on time. 
Your visa won't come out until it's time. God works with time. Marry had no idea until the 
time for that arrived. On the Israelites' journey from Egypt, God made them go in circles, 
because he knew the exact time he wanted them to go in Egypt. Don't grow tired from waiting. 
Know that God is so accurate when it comes to time. 


Let's see the Abraham and Sarah issue. They thought God had delayed and thought of their 
own plan, but from the perspective of God, this was it. 


Matthew 1:17 So all the generations from Abraham to David are fourteen generations; 
and from David until the carrying away into Babylon are fourteen generations; and 
from the carrying away into Babylon unto Christ are fourteen generations. 


God was putting in place this 14 generations space. God knew what He was doing. So you 
don't have to know what God's next plan for your life is. But at the exact instance God wants 
it to happen, it will happen. What you only have to do it to wait for the time of the Lord. You 
don't get to decide where you go next. Mark that point. That's not how kingdom works. God 
operates like a kingdom, the kingdom of heaven and the kingdom of God. It's different from 
a dictatorship where you have rights. It's not your own will that prevails in your own life, it is 
the will God. What you simply have to do is to wait doing whatever you are doing now, and 
wait for the next instruction from God. You don't decide the next step. It's not your own will 
that prevails. It's the will of the king that prevails. 
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What you have to know about kingdoms is that the well-being of the citizens is tied to the 
rulers decision. And God have us his kingdom 


Luke 12:32 Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom. 


The kingdom of God is a present day reality. It's not something you will get after you die, 
the kingdom of God is happening now. Jesus to the Pharisees who asked when the kingdom 
of God will come said the kingdom is in your midst. It's with you. In the verse above Jesus 
said the Father is pleased to give you the kingdom. And | told you the characteristics of the 
kingdom, the king has total authority over everything. The king makes decisions without 
needing any approval from anyone. It's the king who decides what next the citizens do. God 
decides your next step. We saw that example from Joseph and Marry. God always decided 
where and what they would do next. At the instance Herod wanted to kill Jesus, that's when 
God said leave and return after Herod dies. They left Bethlehem. When returning, they were 
told to go to Galilee. When John baptised Jesus, he was from Galilee. They were told about 
going to Galilee when they were in Egypt not when they were in Bethlehem. God works with 
time, His will is revealed in time. Be patient to wait for time and be humble enough to submit. 


I showed you that even Jesus didn't do his own will. He did the will of the father. Jesus 
said my father's will is my will. He said it's my meat. Quit doing things your way if you want 
to be part of God's kingdom. In the kingdom, things are done the king's way. 


Have you ever tried doing something and failed at a time when you already gave up it then 
happens. Why, it was God's time. You wanted to decide and do things yourself and not letting 
God decide. It happens many instances. You try to buy a house in a certain region, it doesn't 
happen. Then some time someone from another region calls you. It's God's time and God's 
planning. You are now under the kingdom, the kings caters for your well-being and plans for 
it. In his time, it will happen. Do not be independent when in a kingdom. Let not your own 
will prevail. Do not do things your own way if you belong in a kingdom. Submit to the king's 
will. There are no rights in a kingdom, rights give you the space to do what you want. In the 
kingdom it's His will over ours. 


Don't worry, the King is in control. He knows all things. Everything belongs to Him. He will 
make a strong and excellent, beautiful decision on your behalf. In His time, He will get you 
where you He desires. 


Psalms 37:4 Delight thyself also in the LORD; and he shall give thee the desires of thine 
heart. 


If you delight yourself in the Lord, He will give you the desires of your heart. We do not 
know what to desire, we desire evil and sin. If we delight in the Lord, He will give our hearts 
what they must desire. He will give us what to desire. He will give us the desires of our hearts. 
He will give each heart a desire, what to desire. His will must be our desire. He will give you 
Canaan to desire. Delight in the Lord, he will give you the desires of your heart, what your 
heart must desire. 


In the kingdom, we do things the King's way. We go where the king wants, we use what the 
king provides. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY! 
THE CHRISTIAN ENVIRONMENT 


“Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that was cast into 
the sea, and gathered of every kind: Which, when it was full, they 
drew to shore, and sat down, and gathered the good into vessels, 

but cast the bad away.” Matthew 13:47-48 


“Another parable put he forth unto them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field: But while men slept, his enemy came and sowed tares among the wheat, 
and went his way. But when the blade was sprung up, and brought forth fruit, then appeared the tares 
also. So the servants of the householder came and said unto him, Sir, didst not thou sow good seed 
in thy field? from whence then hath it tares? He said unto them, An enemy hath done this. The 
servants said unto him, Wilt thou then that we go and gather them up? But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also the wheat with them. Let both grow together until the harvest: 
and in the time of harvest I will say to the reapers, Gather ye together first the tares, and bind them 
in bundles to burn them: but gather the wheat into my barn.” Matthew 13:24-30 


I want you to have a clear picture of the church environment and set up so that you will never be 
affected by it. When the net of the kingdom is cast, it catches all types of fish. Prostitutes, witches, 
fake prophets are all in the net. Jesus makes it clear that the enemy himself plants some of these bad 
weeds. That’s what church is like, not all are good fish or good seed. So be smart and be wise now 
that you know what your environment is like. Don’t allow the bad seed to ruin the good in you. 


When someone offends you or falsely accuses you in church, don’t reply to them. Just know in 
your heart that they are bad seed, they want to ruin the good in you. Remain true to the word, pray 
everyday and know how to interact with the bad fruit. Jesus said you know a seed is bad by its fruits, 
their works will define them for you. [Matthew 7:15-23]. The harvest will come where we will be 
separated but for you now, don’t mind what they say about you. Learn to survive. Be wise! 


DAILY AFFIRMATION:

THE HEALING KING 


“Heal me, O LORD, and I shall be healed; save me, and I shall be 
saved: for thou art my praise.” Jeremiah 17:14 


From the Bishop, Makado Vespers: 


That was my prayer today. I woke up feeling sick. My body was weak, my temperature was 
fluctuating. I couldn't do anything. I simply prayed this prayer, | said heal me Lord and I will 
be healed. For you are the one | praise. I was in pain but one thing knew was that God heals. 


Psalms 103:1, 3 “Bless the LORD, O my soul: and all that is within me, bless his holy 
name. Who forgiveth all thine iniquities; who healeth all thy diseases;” 


I know that God can heal my sickness. I know that the Lord cures all my diseases. I waited 
for the Lord to heal me as | was in pain. Fortunately, | managed to go to the clinic but | wasn't 
feeling okay. I arrived there and had my treatment. The part | want you to know is this, this is 
where my devotion begins, its what the Lord began to say to me which leads to worship. 


We know that God is the Creator of all things. Everything in the world He created. 


John 1:3 All things were made by him; and without him was not any thing made that 
was made. 


Without him not anything that was made was made. The pills 1 received came from the 
chemicals, the chemicals which came from the roots and leaves of plants God made. The 
knowledge to create that small pill came from a brain, He created. The brain belongs to a 
human, a human God created. The metals for testing temperature came from minerals, 
minerals He created. The nurse who attended me is a human being God created. That's 
worship. Worship is realising that all things come from God. We also come from God. 


Psalms 100:3 Know ye that the LORD he is God: it is he that hath made us, and not we 
ourselves; we are his people, and the sheep of his pasture. 
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The body that was sick is His too. It belongs to Him too. Let's say | had to pay for my 
medication, the money | was going to use was made from a paper, a paper which came from 
a tree God created. Everything belongs to God, everything you have is His because He created 
everything. If you pay for medication, you are paying using His money because He created 
the materials and the knowledge to put that all together came from Him too. Everything 
comes from God, can't you see that. 


God whispered into my spirit and said | healed you. I asked myself how and realised that 
worship is understanding that all things come from Him. The exam that you are afraid to 
write, can't you see that the paper you will write on comes from leaves He created. The pen 
you will use comes from ink, ink which are chemicals, chemicals which are substances He 
created. The mind you will use to think, it's His. The person who will mark, He created. Why 
do you for a second think that God cannot sustain you. He created everything. 


Psalms 50:10-11 For every beast of the forest is mine, and the cattle upon a thousand 
hills. I know all the fowls of the mountains: and the wild beasts of the field are mine. 


God says everything is mine. Everything is there because He put it together. That's the God 
we serve. All things are his. Even for pain to enter into earth, for pain to be there, it's because 
God allowed it to be there. Because without God not anything that exists now would exist. 
The things that trouble you now, He allowed them to be here. He allowed death, pain, disease, 
sickness to be present on earth. But originally it wasn't God's idea that these things would be 
here. The fall of men brought all these things. Even though they might be here or not, never 
think that they are to big for God to resolve. Let me give you this example. The question is, 
when did Jesus start to exist? 


Colossians 1:15, 17 “Who is the image of the invisible God, the firstborn of every 
creature: And he is before all things, and by him all things consist.” 


Jesus whose goal was to restore the fall of men, he started existing before men were 
created. He was there before Adam sinned, yet he were to correct Adam's mistake. God 
finishes things before the begins. God is so accurate, He is all knowing. All power belongs to 
him. Everything He created, everything is His. 


True worship is recognising that all things come from God. All things belong to God, in a 
kingdom, the king owns everything but He let's His subjects use them. Whatever you have 
belongs to God, it's not yours. The food you ate yesterday, it was made by God. In Psalm He 
said all these things belong to me. What you will eat tomorrow, it belongs to God. The doctor 
who treated you, He was made by God so God healed you. The money you used, it belongs to 
God. True worship is realising that all things belong to Him and are His. Nothing is yours. In 
a kingdom, whatever possession you have is regarded as a privilege from the king, it's a gift 
the king gave you. All things belong to the King, what we have isn't ours, it's viewed as 
privilege we received from the king and anytime he can take it. In a kingdom, even the people 
belong to the king. They are called the king's subject. The money you have it's not yours. It 
belongs to God. 


Since He created, He also sustains and controls. The medicines were there in my case 
today, why? He makes sure of that. He is the sustainer of the universe. I can say God healed 
me, why? He created everything and put all things together. I am able to recognise that all 
things come from God. Your pain, God has a solution to that. He created Jesus before He 
created us and we sinned. 
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The solution was there first before the problem. The same in all things. Your healing exists 
before your sickness. That's what God does. By His stripes we are healed. When did Jesus 
suffer in our behalf, before we were born. So your healing existed before your sickness 


Let me conclude by saying that, true worship is recognising God as the Source, Creator, 
Owner, Controller and Sustainer of all things. God says everything is mine, including what 
you have, it belongs to God. You do not own anything. Everything is His. 


Job 41:11 Who hath prevented me, that I should repay him? whatsoever is under the 
whole heaven is mine. 


Deuteronomy 10:14 Behold, the heaven and the heaven of heavens is the LORD'S thy 
God, the earth also, with all that therein is. 


Psalms 24:1 The earth is the LORD'S, and the fulness thereof; the world, and they that 
dwell therein. 


Those scripture show us that everything belongs to God and nothing is ours. God gave us 
dominion over his creations, He gave us power to use, but it still belongs to Him. It's because 
God functions through kingdoms. The way He engages and identifies us, it's through a 
kingdom setup. God said | give you a kingdom. 


Luke 12:32 Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom. 


The kingdom of God is a present day reality. It's not something that we are waiting for. It's 
something happening now. The kingdom was given and is already with us now. It's not 
something we will see or belong to after we die, the Pharisees asked Jesus when the kingdom 
of God will come and Jesus said the kingdom won't come with your observation, he said the 
kingdom is already in our midst. 


Luke 17:20-21 And when he was demanded of the Pharisees, when the kingdom of God 
should come, he answered them and said, The kingdom of God cometh not with 
observation: Neither shall they say, Lo here! or, lo there! for, behold, the kingdom of 
God is within you. 


The kingdom is already within us. It's a present day reality.I have studied how kingdoms 
operate and I'm telling you now. Kingdom like Swaziland or the declining United Kingdom.In 
a kingdom, all things are said to belong to the king. A kingdom is different from a democracy, 
there is no personal ownership of resources in a kingdom, it only happens in a democracy. In 
a kingdom, everything belongs to the king. You also belong to the king, you are referred to as 
subjects of the king. You do not own anything in a kingdom, all things are owned by the king. 
Whatever you have is regarded as a privilege you received from the king. If you own land or 
a car, it's considered just a gift you received from the king because all things belong to the 
king. The same for the kingdom of God. 


God is the king, he owns everything. What we have, your house and car are a privilege and 
gift from God. Anytime He can add or take away from you. 


Worship is recognising God as the owner of all things. He is the king and everything belongs 
to Him. What we have are privileges He gave us, but they still belong to Him. He simply gave 
us dominion over them. We can manage and use but it all belongs to Him. 
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VERSE OF THE DAY) 
CALLED TO CHRIST 


“For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” John 3:16 


The Bible is very simple and easy to read and understand. I don’t understand people who say they 
are being confused, these truths are on the plain, very clear. How do you get lost? The only problem 
is that people do not read the bible, you want the work done for you. You want the preacher to tell 
you everything. That’s why its easy for these false prophets to lie to you, because you do not read. 
Why do you allow yourself to be so occupied that you hardly have time to read the Bible. 


To the confused ones and the lazy ones, here is a summary of the Bible, to make sure you wont be 
confused or be lied to. The verse above is a summary of the whole bible, God loving the world, giving 
His Son and whoever believes getting eternal life, simple. That’s all about the Bible. The work of God 
or what God requires you to do and know is also very simple. Read the verse below. 


John 6:28-29 “Then said they unto him, What shall we do, that we might work the works of 
God? Jesus answered and said unto them, This is the work of God, that ye believe on him 
whom he hath sent.” 


Jesus said to work the works of God, to be a part of His plan and do what He wants you to do, you 
simply have to believe in the one He sent and that’s Jesus. Let me show you that this summary is 
true. Jesus on the cross with two robbers. One robber mocked Jesus, he didn’t believe and Jesus 
ignored him. Definitely he went to hell. The other robber, didn’t know about all these religious 
doctrines and biblical ceremonies and truth we have created. He never broke any bread or wine in 
remembrance to Christ. He simply believed Jesus and right now He is in heaven. That’s the summary 
of the Bible, simply believe Jesus and everything He says, and that’s how you inherit eternal life. All 
doctrines and theories like faith, love, speaking in tongues, having the holy spirit, dreams and visions 
all sit on top of the works of God we have to do, which is to believe Jesus.

Midnight Prayer in the Month of October 


Lamentations 2:19 ‘Arise, cry out in the night: in the beginning of the watches pour out thine heart like 
water before the face of the Lord: lift up thy hands toward him for the life of thy young children, that 
faint for hunger in the top of every street.’ 


Jeremiah says we must arise and cry in the night. He says we must wake up and pray to God in the night. 
He says in the beginning of the watches, that's the time around oooohrs, the beginning of watches. He says 
at this time, pour out your heart like water before the face of the Lord. If you pour water, it spreads. Empty 
up yourself and spread yourself before God like water. Tell him about all things starting from your career, to 
your family, to your walk with Him including every silly and slightest detail. Tell Him that you need bread 
for the day, ask from Him. 


Jeremiah says as you pray, lift up your hands. Lifting of hands is a sign of surrender. Submit to God, 
surrender before God in the night and your day will be filled with glory. Lift up your hands and say God, we 
cannot make it without your power. If it wasn't of your love, where would we be? 


Jeremiah who wrote Lamentations says pray for the life of the young children. Its time to cry for the 
education of your children. The beginning of the watches is time to cry before God regarding your family, 
your career, your education and everything that is going wrong in your walk with Him. Jeremiah says pray 
for the children that faint in hunger. 


This month of October, utilise every night. Make use of the beginning of the watches. Time used in prayer 
is time never wasted. This is the confidence that we have, that God hears and He answers prayer. From the 
beginning of the watches Jeremiah says you have to pour yourself like water before the Lord. Isaiah says the 
same thing. 


Isaiah 26:9 "With my soul have I desired thee in the night; yea, with my spirit within me will I seek 
thee early: for when thy judgments are in the earth, the inhabitants of the world will learn 
righteousness.’ 


Even Jesus, the Son Of God. Sometimes He would pray all-night. I inserted the scripture He did that below. 


Luke 6:12 ‘And it came to pass in those days, that he went out into a mountain to pray, and continued 
all night in prayer to God.’ 


Midnight prayer is very important. Jesus set an example for us by praying all night. This month, find at 
least a single all-night you attend. Cry out before the Lord in the night, desire the Lord in the night. The last 
example is of Paul and Silas. 


Acts 16:25-26 ‘And at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and sang praises unto God: and the prisoners 
heard them . And suddenly there was a great earthquake, so that the foundations of the prison were 
shaken: and immediately all the doors were opened, and every one's bands were loosed.’ 


What prison are you currently in? What is lacking? What are you waiting to receive from God. What has 
the Lord promised you? Are you facing any trouble and persecution? The problem you are facing now is your 
prison, and we all have problems. Pray whilst you are in your prison just like Paul and Silas did and God will 
send you a breakthrough. Pray at midnight, sing praises unto God. It will bring your breakthrough. Midnight 
prayer shakes the foundations of your prison. I encourage you all to pray at midnight. Cry out before the King 
at night, desire Him. Sing praises and He will shake the foundation of your prison. 


Closing Thoughts : 


As we close the month of October, I pray that this devotional has enriched your walk with 
God. We have journeyed through the daily scriptures and meditations, and now, my heart 
is full as I reflect on the faithfulness of God. 


Remember, the Kingdom is not a distant reality but a present truth, and you are a part of 
it. Let us remain in His Word and presence, as we continue to seek His face beyond this 
month.
